Import  Duty  Notices 

Under  an  Order  made  by  the  Treasury  on  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Import  Duties  Advisory  Committee 
Hydrated  Aluminium  Oxide  will,  as  from  May  16,  1934, 
be  subject  to  a  Customs  duty  of  20  per  cent,  ad 
valorem,  or  ^3  per  ton,  whichever  is  the  greater.  A 
specific  duty  of  £3  per  ton  was  imposed  on  Hydrated 
Aluminium  Oxide  in  August  1933,  in  place  of  the  duty  of 
20  per  cent,  ad  valorem  previously  chargeable.  It  has 
since  been  represented  to  the  Committee  that  there  is  a 
highly  refined  bulky  grade  of  this  chemical  which,  by 
reason  of  its  high  value,  was  bearing  a  duty  considerably 
lower  in  its  ad  valorem  incidence  than  the  duty  of  20  per 
cent,  previously  applicable.

mixtures  of  Calcium  and  Silicon  or  of  Calcium,  Silicon 
and  Iron,  containing  not  less  than  20  per  cent,  of 
calcium  and  not  less  than  60  per  cent,  of  silicon. 


Canadian  Preferential  Tariff 

It  is  reported  that  for  entry  under  the  British  Pre- 
ferential Tariff  the  requirement  of  one-half  British 
content  in  various  chemicals  and  drugs  has  been  reduced 
to  one-quarter.

There  is  an  entrance  fee  of  is. 

A  subscriber  shall  be  admitted  after  acceptance  by  a  prac- 
titioner of  his  choice  and  after  payment  of  an  entrance  fee. 
Persons  actually  suffering  from  illness  shall  only  be  admitted 
after  such  acceptance  and  on  payment  to  the  doctor  of  an 
emergency  fee  of  10s.,  to  entitle  them  to  immediate  attention. 

The  contract  of  the  subscriber  shall  be  with  his  medical 
attendant  only,  and  not  with  the  Service  or  other  members  of 
the  Service. 

'Ihe  subscriber  may  change  his  medical  attendant  at  any 
time,  after  14  days'  notice  in  writing  to  the  secretary,  and  pro- 
viding the  subscriptions  are  not  in  arrear. 

A  doctor  may,  on  giving  notice,  have  a  subscriber's  name 
removed  from  his  list. 

A  subscriber,  so  long  as  his  subscriptions  are  not  four  weeks 
in  arrear,  is  entitled  to  receive  from  his  medical  attendant: 
(i)  Ordinary  medical  and  surgical  treatment  at  the  sur- 
gery of  his  medical  attendant  within  the  hours  mentioned  on 
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his  card  or  when  his  condition  requires  it  at  his  place  of 
dwelling.  Notice  to  be  given  before  10  a.m.,  except  in 
urgent  cases. 

(ii)  All  ordinary  medicines,  and  dressings  for  such  wounds 
and  other  injuries  as  are  treated  by  the  medical  attendant 
Subscribers  shall  not  be  entitled,  in  consideration  of  their 
ordinary  subscriptions: 

(i)  To  medical  service  in  respect  of  any  of  the  following 
matters :  — 

(a)  Confinements,  abortions  and  miscarriages. 
(£>)  Vaccinations. 

(c)  Administration  of  a  general  anesthetic. 

(d)  Certificates  and  reports  (at  the  discretion  of  the 

Service) . 

(ii)  To  medical  attendance  in  respect  of: 

(a)  Operations  requiring  general  anesthetics. 

(b)  Operative  dentistry.

Law  and  Workmen's  Compensation,  Employers' 
Liability,  and  other  Statutes.

of  Barry,  except  by  payment  of  a  mileage  subscription 

of  id.  per  mile  per  week  per  card.  .  .  . 
Note.— Where  the  subscriber  chooses  as  his  doctor  a  prac- 
titioner who  is  non  co-operating,  the  above  rules,  except  as  re- 
gards subscriptions  and  entrance  fee,  do  not  apply.  In  such 
cases  the  subscriber  makes  his  own  arrangements  with  his 
medical  attendant  in  the  ordinary  way,  and  he  must  submit 
periodically  his  receipted  accounts  to  the  Service,  when  they 
will  be  discharged  in  part,  or  in  full,  out  of  a  special  fund 
according  to  the  amount  available  in  that  fund. 

Although  it  is  stated  that  every  doctor  in  Barry  has 
joined  the  scheme,  posters  measuring  about  4  ft.  by  3  ft. 
appear  on  hoardings  with  "Ask  Your  Doctor"  and 
other  advertising  matter. 

Nutrition  Conference  Report 

The  representatives  of  the  respective  committees  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  of  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation appointed,  as  announced  in  our  issue  of  Janu- 
ary 27  (p.  86),  to  confer  on  dietetic  standards  have  issued 
their  report  (Stationery  Office,  2d.),  which  has  been 
circulated  to  local  authorities  and  medical  officers  of 
health.  It  may  be  remembered  that  the  conference  was 
arranged  in  consequence  of  alleged  discrepancies  in  stan- 
dards previously  compiled  by  the  nutrition  advisory 
committee  of  the  Ministry  and  the  nutrition  committee 
of  the  Association.  Sir  Frederick  Hopkins  was  unani- 
mously elected  chairman  of  the  conference  at  its  first 
meeting.  The  two  principal  points  dealt  with  in  the 
course  of  the  report  are  requirements  in  calories  and 
requirements  in  protein.  The  following  sliding  scale  of 
calorie  requirements  per  day  is  given:  —

The  report  indicates  that  the  total  daily  need  for 
protein  per  man  unit  probably  lies  between  80  and  100 
grams ;  but  it  is  pointed  out  that  the  desirable  propor- 
tion of  animal  protein  to  total  protein  has  never  been 
exactly  determined,  and  that  nutrition  and  dietetics  are 
not  exact  sciences. 

Inquests 

At  Sheffield,  Louisa  Marcus  died  from  drinking  a  dis- 
infectant mixed  with  soda  water  in  error  for  milk.  The 
verdict  at  the  inquest  was  "  Accidental  death." 

At  a  Liverpool  inquest,  on  May  ri,  on  the  body  of 
John  F.  Jennings,  tobacconist,  who  was  found  dead  on 
his  premises,  the  coroner  recorded  a  verdict  of  "  Suicide 
by  consuming  strychnine  in  the  form  of  vermin  killer, 
with  insufficient  evidence  to  show  the  man's  state  of 
mind  at  the  time."  It  was  stated  that  in  his  pockets  was 
£2,900  in  Bank  of  England  notes. 


Birmingham 

The  last  horse  employed  by  Cadbury  Brothers,  Ltd., 
has  been  retired,  and  the  Bournville  products  are  now 
sent  by  train  and  motor. 

A  meeting  of  the  Birmingham  and  Midland  section  of 
the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  was  held  recently, 
when  a  lecture  wasi  given  by  Mr.  A.  Raynor,  B.Sc, 
F.I.C.,  on  "  Some  Remarkable  Properties  of  Nascent 
Soap."

Catholic  Pharmaceutical  Guild. — -The  second  annual 
meeting  of  the  Catholic  Pharmaceutical  Guild  was  held  on 
April  29  at  the  Sodality  Hall,  Mount  Street,  London, 
W.i.

Mr.  Ferris  read  a  paper  entitled  The  Ethics  of  Pharmacy. 
A  discussion  followed,  and  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was 
passed  by  the  members. 

Adulterated  ground  almonds. — At  Aylesbury, 
recently,  David  Greig,  Ltd.,  were  summoned  for  having 
sold  ground  almonds  adulterated  with  a  substance 
resembling  starch.  Mr.  Walter  Frampton,  who  de- 
fended, pleaded  "  Guilty."  The  analyst  had  reported 
that  the  ground  almonds  were  adulterated  with  foreign 
matter  resembling  oatmeal  to  the  extent  of  5  per  cent. 
The  defendants  had  replied  that  they  purchased  ground 
almonds  under  a  warranty.  Inspector  Jenks  con- 
tended that  the  defendants  had  not  pleaded  warranty 
in  this  case,  and  therefore  the  question  could 
not  arise.  Mr.  Frampton :  That  is  why  we  have  entered 
a  plea  of  "  Guilty."  Mr.  Frampton  added  that  the  firm 
supplying  the  crushed  almonds  said  they  did  not  add 
anything  to  them.  The  only  explanation  was  that  they 
had  an  experimental  bakery  for  making  macaroons  side 
by  side  with  the  almond  crushing  plant.  Oatmeal  was 
used  for  the  macaroons.  An  order  for  the  payment  of 
25s.  costs  was  made.

The  Budget 

The  Budget  introduced  in  the  Dail  on  May  9  by  Mr. 
Sean  MacEntee  contains  several  new  import  duties  which 
affect  the  chemical  trade.  Licences  to  permit  free 
import  may  be  granted  for  the  following,  otherwise  im- 
portations will  be  liable  to  the  duty  specified :  Sodium 
carbonate,  2s.  per  cwt.;  whiting  or  whitening,  is.  per 
cwt.  Other  new  duties  include :  Complete  dentures  and 
bases  made  wholly  or  mainly  of  metal,  25  per  cent.; 
articles  made  wholly  or  mainly  of  leather  or  skin  or 
imitation  leather  or  skin,  20  per  cent.  The  British  pre- 
ferential rate  has  been  abolished  and  a  new  flat  rate  duty 
has  been  imposed  on  the  following:  Disinfectants,  in- 
secticides, vermicides,  fungicides,  ointment  or  salve, 
other  than  petroleum  jelly,  20  per  cent.

Most  Dublin  pharmacists  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
latest  budget  does  not  affect  pharmaceutical  business  to 
any  appreciable  degree.  Mr.  A.  J.  Donnell,  one  of  the 
directors  of  Hayes,  Conyngham,  &  Robinson,  Ltd., 
speaking  to  a  C.  &•  D.  representative,  said  he  could  not 
see  where  it  would  make  any  great  change  with  regard 
to  pharmacy.  The  50  per  cent,  duty  on  aluminium  goods 
would  probably  affect  such  articles  as  hot  water  bottles, 
and  the  tax  on  sodium  carbonate  was  more  likely  to  hit 
the  druggist  than  the  chemist.  Photographic  finishers, 
it  is  stated,  welcome  the  imposition  of  a  flat  rate  tax 
on  photographic  prints.  A  fair  amount  of  photographic 
business  was  being  done  outside  the  country.  The  im- 
position of  a  flat  rate  duty  on  disinfectants,  vermicides, 
insecticides,  and  fungicides  is  expected  to  give  a  stimulus 
to  the  native  manufacture  of  these  preparations,  some 
of  which  are  at  present  being  manufactured  in  Dublin 
and  Dunualk. 
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At  Dumfries,  recently,  Mr.  William  N.  Thomson, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Ecclefechan,  was  fined  £io  for  fail- 
ing to  pay  health  and  unemployment  insurance  contribu- 
tions in  respect  of  an  apprentice. 

The  principal  social  function  to  be  held  in  connection 
with  _  the  fourth  conference  and  exhibition  of  Scottish 
opticians  is  a  dinner  and  dance  in  the  North  British 
Station  Hotel,  Edinburgh,  on  the  evening  of  June  6. 
The  exhibition  is  scheduled  to  open  on  June  5. 

The  Scottish  sections  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry,  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  and  the  Chemical  Society 
held  a  joint  meeting  in  Edinburgh,  on  May  n,  the  pro- 
gramme including  a  reception  in  the  Heriot-Watt  College, 
a  lecture  by  Dr.  D.  Bain,  F.E.S.E.,  and  an  informal 
dinner. 

A  correspondent  (12/5)  writes: — "You  have  done 
another  service  to  pharmacy  in  drawing  the  attention  of 
members  to  the  question  of  the  registration  of  premises 
fee.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  realise  the  abnormal 
difficulties  under  which  chemists  are  to-day  conducting 
business,  and  that  they  will  make  the  fee  as  moderate  as 
possible.  Properly  managed,  the  present  income  of  the 
Society  should  be  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  all  neces- 
sary expenditure  ;  and  while  its  members  are  being  sub- 
jected to  payment  cuts  in  the  interests  of  national 
economy,  it  should  not  contemplate  any  grandiose 
schemes."

Topical  Reflections

The  Wording 

of  the  suggested  Medicines  and  Surgical 
Appliances  (Advertisement)  Bill  (C.  6-  D.,  May  5, 
P-  503  )r  is  a  great  improvement  on  previous  attempts  at 
drafting,  and,  I  believe,  represents  the  views  of  all  classes 
connected  with  the  manufacture,  advertisement  and  sale 
of  medicinal  preparations  and  surgical  appliances  who 
wish  to  conduct  their  businesses  in  a  reasonable  manner. 
I  do  not  consider  that  any  pharmacist,  wholesaler,  or 
proprietary  or  surgical  goods  manufacturer  will  have  any 
cause  to  complain  of  the  Bill ;  nor  will  advertisers  and 
newspaper  proprietors  feel  that  they  are  singled  out  for 
invidious  treatment,  as  was  the  case  at  one  time.  The 
Bill  is  primarily  aimed  at  ' '  quacks  ' '  who  make  extra- 
vagant claims  for  their  wares  and  also  charge  extravagant 
prices  for  them  ;  it  will  not  normally  affect  pharmacists, 
although  such  as  issue  handbills  to  the  public  should  go 
through  them  carefully  in  order  to  delete  any  reference 
which  may  be  construed  as  "  holding  out  "  in  respect  of 
any  of  the  diseases  mentioned  in  Clause  1(1).  I  note 
that  articles  of  diet  for  diabetic  patients  can  be  recom- 
mended as  salutary  for  the  treatment  of  the  disease. 

The  Shop  Registration  Fee 

to  which  your  editorial  article  on 
p.  535  draws  attention  will,  I  believe,  cause  a  good  deal 
of  comment  when  the  decision  of  the  Council  is  known 
and  regulations  made.  The  average  chemist  in  business 
at  the  present  time  regards  the  fee  as  some  vague  possi- 
bility with  which  at  present  he  has  no  concern.  He  has 
paid  his  £i-  ns.  6d.  for  his  annual  registration  as  a 
pharmacist,  and  does  not  realise  that  he  may  be  called 
upon  to  pay  an  annual  registration  fee  for  each  set  of 
premises  he  may  own  or  rent  up  to  £3  for  each.  It  is 
true  that  provision  is  made  for  different  fees  to  be  paid 
"in  relation  to  different  circumstances,"  whatever  this 
may  mean  ;  but  there  is  great  danger  that  the  Council, 
knowing  of  the  potential  revenue  at  its  disposal,  will  be 


tempted  to  apply  the  screw  when  special  income  is 
required  for  any  particular  reason.  That  multiple-shop 
companies  should  not  be  let  off  lightly,  compared  with 
the  private  pharmacist  in  business,  should  go  without 
saying.  The  private  man  has  two  fees  ;  the  multiple- 
shop  company  has  only  the  business-registration  fee  to 
pay,  as  presumably  each  shop  manager  will  pay  his 
personal  registration  fee  out  of  his  own  pocket.  It  may 
be  noted,  in  passing,  that  even  the  private  registration 
fee  is  not  necessarily  a  fixed  one. 

The  Question 

whether  chemists  are  over-educated  for  their 
profession  is  still  being  discussed  (p.  545).  I  agree  with 
Dr.  Tait  that  pharmacists  can  never  be  over-educated  ; 
the  trouble  is  that  so  few  of  them  are  enabled  to  use  the 
education  they  have  acquired.  In  how  many  pharmacies 
to-day  is  a  knowledge  of  ' '  biology,  physiology,  and 
anatomy,  as  well  as  bacteriology,  therapeutics  and  phar- 
macology ' '  of  any  use  in  the  practical  daily  work  ?  It 
is  a  revelation,  to  anyone  who  has  been  out  of  retail 
pharmacy  for  some  years,  to  stand  behind  the  counter 
for  a  few  hours  to-day  and  note  what  passes  for  phar- 
macy. A  great  proportion  of  the  business  done  is  in 
proprietary  medicines,  photographic  goods  and  packed 
drugs  (generally  put  up  by  a  wholesale  house).  Dis- 
pensing is  usually  represented  by  N.H.I,  scripts,  which 
are  not  unfrequently  dispensed  with  mixtures  purchased 
from  a  wholesale  house.  The  truth  is  that  a  pharmacist 
who  depended  only  upon  the  use  of  his  knowledge  of 
the  subjects  mentioned  by  Dr.  Tait  could  not  make  a 
living  in  average  conditions.  There  is  no  hope  that  the 
majority  of  pharmacists  will  ever  attain  to  the  Doctor's 
ideals,  though  a  few  may.  Their  scientific  work  will  be 
done  for  them  by  the  manufacturer  and  wholesaler ;  they 
will  certainly  make  more  money  in  this  way — and  it  is 
for  a  means  of  livelihood  that  the  majority  enter  the 
calling.

April  Examinations 

The  examiners  reporting  on  the  April  Examinations 
announced  that  thirty-two  candidates  entered  for  the 
Licence  examination,  of  which  number  three  withdrew, 
and  nine  passed,  two  with  honours.  For  the  Assistants' 
examination  there  were  nineteen  entries  and  six  passes. 
Three  entries  were  received  for  the  Registered  Druggist 
examination,  one  candidate  withdrew,  one  passed  and 
one  failed.

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Legal  Reporfs 

Action  Settled. — At  the  recent  Manchester  Assizes, 
before  Mr.  Justice  du  Parcq,  Mr.  Harold  Gaffin,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Kingsway  Buildings,  Didsbury,  brought 
an  action  for  alleged  slander  against  Dr.  R.  W.  Mungul, 
Withington,  who  has  a  surgery  at  Kingsway  Buildings. 
Mr.  W.  Gorman,  K.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  plaintiff, 
and  Mr.  J.  C.  Jackson,  K.C.,  M.P.,  who  was  for  the 
defendant,  saw  the  judge  in  his  room  and  afterwards 
conferred.  Mr.  Gorman,  on  returning  to  court,  an- 
nounced that  his  lordship  would  not  be  troubled  further 
with  the  case.  His  learned  friend  had  assured  him  that 
the  words  complained  of  had  never  been  spoken,  that 
no  suggestion  against  the  plaintiff  was  ever  intended, 
and  that  the  defendant  knew  of  no  circumstances  in 
respect  of  which  he  could  in  any  way  criticise  the  busi- 
ness carried  on  by  the  plaintiff.  On  that  assurance,  with 
the  payment  of  a  sum  in  respect  of  damages  and  of  the 
costs  of  the  plaintiff,  the  action  would  terminate.  Mr. 
Jackson  said  his  learned  friend  had  put  into  words  what 
he  intended  to  express.  He  thanked  his  lordship  for  his 
assistance.  Mr.  Justice  du  Parcq  said  he  was  glad  the 
parties  had  been  able  to  settle  the  dispute. 

Dye  in  a  Shaving  Brush. — In  the  Civil  Court  at  the 
recent  Manchester  Assizes,  Mr.  Justice  du  Parcq  heard 
an  action  for  damages  alleged  to  have  been  caused  by 
dye  in  a  shaving  brush.  The  plaintiff  was  Mr.  James 
Buckley,  drug-store  proprietor,  Chesham  Road,  Bury, 
and  the  defendants  were  Jepson,  Spencer  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
wholesale  brush  merchants,  Shudehill,  Manchester.  Mr. 
J.  C.  Jolly  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  J.  Lust- 
garten  for  the  defendants.  It  was  stated  that  the  plain- 
tiff bought  a  dozen  brushes  from  the  defendants  and 
exposed  them  in  a  showcase  and  later  in  the  window. 
A  year  later  he  took  one  for  his  own  use,  and  on  dipping 
it  in  water  he  noticed  discoloration.  After  shaving  his 
face  became  inflamed,  and  for  some  months  he  received 
treatment  for  dermatitis.  Dr.  Percy  Bean,  analytical 
chemist,  said  there  was  blue  dyestuff  on  the  bristles  and 
colouring  matter  in  the  glued  portion  of  the  brush  inside 
the  handle.  He  knew  of  cases  in  which  such  dyes  had 
caused  skin  irritation.  Mr.  G.  R.  Spencer,  managing 
director  of  the  defendant  company,  stated  that  the  brush 
was  one  of  a  consignment  of  12  gross  supplied  by  a 
London  firm,  and  all  had  been  disposed  of  without  any 
other  complaint  than  this.  Another  witness  said  the 
bristles  came  from  Russia  and  Poland  with  a  guarantee 
of  sterilisation,  and  the  firm  subjected  them  to  another 
process  of  sterilisation.  Mr.  Walter  Erman,  analytical 
chemist,  said  he  found  a  trace  of  a  cotton  dye  which, 
taken  as  a  class,  was  innocuous.  In  his  view  it  had  got 
there  accidentally.    His  lordship  reserved  judgment. 


Action  Dismissed. — We  have  received  the  following 
statement  from  Lamartine  Yates  &  Morgan,  40  Chan- 
cery Lane,  London,  W.C.2,  solicitors  to  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union :  — 

' '  The  action  for  alleged  libel  brought  by  Wynter 
Brothers  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Low  Green  Works,  Great 
Horton,  Bradford,  Yorks,  and  their  traveller,  Mr. 
C.  J.  B.  Perry,  against  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  as  editor, 
and  Straker  Brothers,  Ltd.,  and  The  British  &  Colonial 
Druggist,  Ltd.,  as  printers  and  publishers  respectively 
of  the  R.P.U.  and  N.P.U.  Supplements,  has  now  been 
dismissed  for  want  of  prosecution. 

' '  This  action  was  in  the  list  for  trial  in  December 
last  immediately  after  the  similar  actions  brought  by 
Wynter  Brothers  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  against  Odhams  Press, 
Ltd.,  and  the  Shoe  &  Leather  Record,  Ltd.  The  action 
against  Odhams  Press,  Ltd.,  ended  on  December  12 
with  a  verdict  in  favour  of  the  defendants,  and  the  judge 
then  directed  that  the  action  against  Mr.  Mallinson 
should  stand  over  until  January  1934. 

' '  An  application  for  security  for  the  defendants'  costs 
was  immediately  made,  and  it  was  ordered  that  Messrs. 
Wynters  should  give  £2,000  security,  and  that  in  the 
meantime  the  trial  of  the  action  should  be  stayed. 

"The  order  for  security  was  not  complied  with,  and 


on  April  10,  1934,  Messrs.  Wynters  went  into  voluntary 
liquidation.  An  application  to  dismiss  the  action  for 
want  of  prosecution  was  then  made,  and  on  the  4th 
instant  it  was  ordered  that  unless  the  security  was  given 
and  the  action  restored  to  the  list  for  trial  in  seven  days, 
then  the  action  should  be  dismissed  with  costs. 

"  This  order  has  also  not  been  complied  with,  and  the 
action  against  Mr.  Mallinson  and  the  printers  and  pub- 
lishers of  the  R.P.U.  and  N.P.U.  '  Supplements  is, 
therefore,  at  an  end."

£379  7s.,  put  down  at  £150,  making  a  total  of

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Lancashire  Analyst's  Report 


THE  latest  annual  report  of  the  public  analyst  for 
the  county  of  Lancaster  (Mr.  G.  D.  Elsdon, 
B.Sc),  covering  the  year  1933,  is  largely  devoted, 
like  those  of  most  public  analysts,  to  the  discussion  of 
samples  of  milk.  Samples  other  than  those  of  milk 
taken  numbered  2,279,  of  which  36  (  =  1.6  per  cent.) 
were  adulterated,  an  increase  of  0.1  per  cent,  on  the 
average  for  the  past  eight  years.  The  following  are  the 
principal  facts  in  the  report :  — - 

Arrowroot. — Between  the  years  1910  and  1932  in- 
clusive, 1,031  samples  of  arrowroot  taken  from  all  parts 
of  the  county  of  Lancaster  have  been  examined  in  the 
county  laboratory.  Of  these  samples,  15  or  1.5  per 
cent,  have  been  returned  as  adulterated.  Of  the  total 
samples  examined,  1,016  have  consisted  entirely  of 
Maranta  arnndinacea,  supporting  the  opinion  previously 
expressed  in  these  reports  that  the  trade  regard  the  word 
arrowroot,  when  used  alone,  as  indicating  Maranta 
starch.  Occasionally  other  types  of  starch  are  loosely 
described  as  arrowroot,  but  always  with  a  qualifying 
adjective  describing  their  source.  The  word  arrowroot 
alone  always  indicates  Maranta  starch.  Of  the  fifteen 
samples  mentioned  above  as  having  been  described  as 
adulterated,  eleven  consisted  of  Maranta  starch  with 
varying  quantities  of  foreign  starch,  whilst  two 
(obtained  from  the  same  vendor  who  was  prosecuted 
and  ordered  to  pay  costs)  consisted  solely  of  a  mix- 
ture of  maize  and  potato  starches,  one  consisting 
solely  of  sweet  potato  starch.  .  .  .  The  sweet  potato, 
Ipomcea  batatas,  was  originally  eaten  in  Europe  previous 
to  the  widespread  cultivation  of  the  ordinary  potato, 
which  has  now  taken  its  place.  The  use  of  this  substance 
for  the  adulteration  of  arrowroot  was  first  discovered  in 
1921  in  this  laboratory  by  .  .  .  Mr.  J.  R.  Stubbs,  who 
later  published  an  account  of  his  work  ("  Analyst,"  1926, 
51,  400).  More  recently  Mr.  Stubbs  found  small  quan- 
tities of  the  order  of  1  or  2  per  cent,  of  a  substance 
which  was  apparently  foreign  to  arrowroot  and  which 
had  many  of  the  characters  of  sweet  potato  starch,  but 
whose  identity  appeared  somewhat  doubtful.  On  repre- 
sentations being  made  to  the  importers  of  arrowroot  into 
this  country,  they  approached  Mr.  P.  H.  Jones,  an 
analyst  now  in  private  practice  in  Liverpool,  and 
formerly  a  member  of  the  Liverpool  city  analyst's  staff, 
for  the  benefit  of  his  advice.  As  a  result  of  a  lengthy 
investigation  and  correspondence  with  the  growers,  Mr. 
Jones  has  been  able  to  show  that  ' '  marble  arrowroot 
has  been  occasionally  mixed  with  arrowroot  as  it  arrives 
in  this  country.  Marble  arrowroot,  Myrosma  cannifolia, 
occurs  in  the  Maranta  plantations.  The  growers  have 
previously  been  under  the  impression  that  it  was  a  species 
of  maranta,  but  now  that  this  view  has  been  shown  to  be 
erroneous  they  are  taking  steps  to  remove  it  entirely 
from  their  fields.  ...  It  is  not  unfair  to  state  that  these 
most  interesting  findings  are  the  direct  result  of  the 
work  done  in  this  laboratory  by  Mr.  Stubbs. 

Epsom  Salts. — Forty-three  samples  of  Epsom  salts 
have  been  examined  during  the  year,  all  of  which  have 
been  returned  as  genuine.  All  but  one  have  been  free 
from  material  traces  of  arsenic.  Thirty -two  of  the 
samples  have  been  free  from  lead,  five  have  contained 
one  part  per  million,  three  two  parts  per  million,  one 
has  contained  three  parts  per  million,  one  has  contained 
four  parts,  and  one  five  parts  per  million.  Between 
the  years  1917  and  1932  inclusive,  459  samples  of  Epsom 
salts  have  been  examined  for  arsenic  and  446  for  lead. 
The  results  are  given  in  tables  .  .  . 

Gregory's  Powder. — Ten  samples  of  Gregory's 
powder  have  been  examined  during  the  year.  Of  these, 
five  have  been  prepared  with  magnesium  oxide  and  five 
have  been  prepared  with  magnesium  carbonate.  The 
191 4  revision  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  required  that 
Gregory's  powder  should  consist  of  rhubarb  22  parts, 
light  magnesia  (magnesium  oxide)  66  parts,  and  ginger 
12  parts.  The  composition  is  now  rhubarb  25  parts, 
heavy  and  light  magnesium  carbonate,  of  each  32^  parts, 
and  ginger  10  parts.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  as  stocks 
become  exhausted,  all  Gregory's  powder  will  be  prepared 


in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  1932  revision, 
unless  a  definite  statement  to  the  contrary  is  made  at 
the  time  of  sale. 

Magnesia. — -Eight  samples  bought  as  "magnesia" 
have  been  examined  during  the  year.  Four  of  these 
have  consisted  of  magnesium  oxide  and  four  of  mag- 
nesium carbonate.  Two  of  the  samples  consisting  of 
carbonate  were  contained  in  cartons  on  which  the  follow- 
ing words  were  printed:  "This  substance  is  known  to 
the  public  as  '  magnesia, '  though  its  correct  name  is 
'  carbonate  of  magnesia.'  When  magnesia  is  asked  for, 
the  carbonate  is  usually  required,  as  it  mixes  more 
readily  with  water.  If  '  calcined  magnesia  '  is  required, 
it  should  be  asked  for  as  such."  The  1932  revision  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  however,  has  dropped  the 
synonym  ' '  calcined  magnesia ' '  for  the  oxide  which  was 
contained  in  the  revision  for  19 14.  It  does  seem,  how- 
ever, that  the  practice  is  by  no  means  uniform,  and  it 
would  appear  desirable  for  all  the  parties  concerned  to 
agree,  since,  as  100  parts  by  weight  of  the  oxide  are 
equivalent  to  some  220  parts  of  the  carbonate,  the 
activity  of  the  one  is  more  than  twice  that  of  the  other. 

Tablets  of  Ammoniated  Quinine.- — Sample   

was  found  to  be  deficient  of  10  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
of  quinine  stated  and  98  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of 
ammonia  contained  in  the  tincture.  The  vendors  have 
had  their  attention  drawn  to  the  deficiency. 

Sulphur    Tablets. — Sample   ,    submitted  as 

sulphur  tablets,  was  labelled  "Lime-juice  and  sulphur." 
The  tablets  were  coloured  to  a  pale  shade  of  that  yellow- 
green  colour  which  would  appear  to  be  traditionally 
attributed  to  lime  juice,  by  means  of  an  artificial  dye. 
The  tablets  were  devoid  of  lime  juice,  but  were  flavoured 
in  imitation  of  essential  oil  of  limes.  The  vendor  has 
been  cautioned. 

Cream  of  Tartar. — Sample  of  cream  of  tartar  

was  found  to  contain  1.4  per  cent,  of  oil.  The  oil 
present  had  the  characteristics  of  a  rancid  vegetable  oil. 

Sample  was  returned  as  adulterated  on  account 

of  the  presence  of  27  per  cent,  of  tartaric  acid.  The 
reason  for  the  admixture,  unless  it  be  due  to  carelessness, 
is  not  clear  as  tartaric  acid  is  more  expensive  than  cream 
of  tartar. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs. — During  the  year 
thirty-six  samples  have  been  submitted  for  examination, 
of  which  three  consisted  of  fertilisers  and  thirty-three  of 
feeding-stuffs.  The  following  particulars  are  set  out 
in  Table  86,  which  also  gives  percentages :  —

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The  Design  and  Equipment  of  a  Hospital 

Dispensary 


Notes  of  an  address  delivered  at  the  annual 
of  Public  Pharmacists,  by  Mr. 

IN  his  opening  remarks,  Mr.  Henriksen  said  he  re- 
ceived his  inspiration  for  this  address  from  the 
dispensary  at  the  new  Cancer  Hospital,  Liverpool. 
If  any  of  those  present  were  thinking  of  designing  and 
equipping  a  new  dispensaiy,  he  would  suggest  that  they 
first  get  into  touch  with  the  architect.  In  his 
opinion  the  ideal  accommodation  should  consist  of  the 
dispensary  itself,  a  laboratory,  storerooms  and,  if  pos- 
sible, an  office  where  the  dispenser  could  meet  travellers 
and  keep  documents.  The  location  of  the  dispensary 
should  be  carefully  chosen  with  a  view  to  dealing  most 
efficiently  with  the  flow  of  out-patients,  and  in  this  con- 
nection he  considered  an  auxiliary  waiting-room  as  of 
prime  importance  in  order  to  avoid  excessive  noise.  If 
possible,  it  was  best  to  have  all  the  rooms  on  the  one 
floor  and  all  inter-communicating.  If  all  the  rooms  were 
not  on  a  level,  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  lift  communi- 
cating with  the  upper  and  lower  rooms. 

Storerooms 

Another  important  matter  was  the  position  of  the 
storerooms,  and  a  point  very  often  overlooked  was  that 
they  should  be  near  the  street  entrance.  In  his  own 
case,  the  position  of  the  storerooms  was  not  very  satis- 
factory, as  they  were  too  far  from  the  street  entrance 
and,  in  consequence,  stores  had  to  be  dragged  a  good 
distance  through  the  hospital.  Dealing  with  service 
hatches,  Mr.  Henriksen  remarked  that  in  many  hospitals 
these  hatches  led  off  the  corridor,  and  in  his  own  case 
this  proved  a  nuisance,  for  a  considerable  amount  of 
noise  percolated  through  to  the  dispensary.  He  thought 
too,  that  the  serving  hatches  should  be  small,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  inquisitive  type  of  person  putting  his 
head  through  to  render  some  advice  on  the  type  of 
bottle  they  had  last  time,  and  so  forth. 

With  regard  to  the  size  of  the  dispensary,  he  con- 
sidered it  should  be  as  small  as  possible,  taking  into 
account  the  shelf  accommodation  required  and  the 
number  of  assistants.  It  saved  a  good  deal  of  time  if 
one  did  not  have  to  run  up  and  down  a  long  room,  but 
had  the  materials  required  within  easy  reach  of  the 
serving  hatch.  If  the  floor  space  was  adequate,  he  sug- 
gested an  "  island  '.'  bench  as  a  useful  addition  to  the 
equipment. 

Lighting  Arrangements 

Lighting  was  often  a  sore  point,  because  they  fre- 
quently did  not  have  much  outside  wall  space  for  good 
natural  light.  The  ideal  was  a  roof  light,  but  this  also 
had  its  problems,  for  a  great  deal  of  dust  and  draught 
came  in  through  this  type  of  window.  He  was  in  favour 
of  having  windows  above  the  shelves,  if  possible.  Re- 
garding artificial  lighting,  they  would  often  find  the 
architect  had  his  own  ideas  on  this  subject,  which  gener- 
ally amounted  to  two  large  lights  in  the  centre  of  the 
room  ;  in  actual  practice,  however,  a  number  of  small 
lights  arranged  to  suit  working  positions  were  more 
suitable.  Another  useful  addition  to  the  artificial  light- 
ing was  a  portable  lamp  for  fine  work  and  for  use  with 
the  microscope.  From  his  own  experience,  he  under- 
stood that  the  architects  did  not  believe  in  gas  in  a 
laboratory.  The  dispensary  was  the  only  part  of  the 
hospital  where  gas  was  used,  and  in  consequence  gas  had 
to  be  specially  laid  on.  It  was,  of  course,  essential  that 
they  should  have  as  many  gas  points  as  possible.  The 
dispensary  should  also  contain  an  autoclave  and 
numerous  Bunsen  burners.  In  addition,  it  should,  if 
required,  include  steam  pans  and  electric  power  plugs. 

After  dealing  with  the  advantages  and  disadvantages 
of  metal,  glass,  seasoned  Columbian  pine  and  teak  for

use  in  the  dispensary,  Mr.  Henriksen  remarked  that  a 
parquet  floor  appeared  to  be  the  best,  as  it  had  the 
advantage  that  it  did  not  shrink  ;  rubber  flooring  was 
also  suitable.  When  they  arranged  their  shelves  they 
must  start  at  the  service  hatches.  Then  they  had  to 
consider  the  sinks,  which  were  usually  placed  close  to 
the  service  hatches.  An  important  point  to  remember 
about  sinks  was  that  the  taps  needed  a  good  clearance. 
Shelves,  if  left  to  the  architect,  would  probably  result  in 
a  14-in.  clearance  when  their  smallest  Winchester  was 
14^  in.  high.  The  maximum  height  of  the  shelving 
should  not  exceed  7  ft.  and  there  should  be  special 
shelves  for  bottles  and  dressings,  ointment  jars,  etc. 
The  lubrication  of  cupboard  doors  was  another  impor- 
tant point,  and  he  had  found  the  "  shutter  "  or  roller 
type  of  door  a  great  advantage  for  the  poison  cupboard. 
If  a  separate  office  was  not  possible,  it  was  better  to 
have  a  small  desk  put  in  the  dispensary,  with  a  nest  of 
drawers  below  and  book  shelves  above. 

Equipment 

The  apparatus  should  include  an  autoclave  with  auto- 
matic temperature  control.  A  hot-air  oven  was  also 
essential,  and  a  hot-water  oven  might  be  usefully  in- 
cluded, as  it  was  more  convenient  for  tyndallisation, 
gave  better  temperature  regulation  and  could  be  used  for 
incubation.  A  water  still,  too,  should  be  included.  Re- 
ferring to  balances,  Mr.  Henriksen  thought  a  chemical 
balance  was  of  more  use  than  a  dispenser's  balance,  as 
it  was  more  accurate.  He  suggested  a  chemical  balance,  a 
dispenser's  balance  and  two  scales.  They  should  include 
also,  of  course,  a  set  of  apothecaries'  weights  and  large 
metric  weights.  Another  item  that  should  be  included 
was  a  suitable  water  bath.  A  point  to  remember,  too, 
was  that  asbestos  sheets  should  be  placed  under  all  gas- 
heated  apparatus.  Finally,  in  regard  to  glassware,  he 
suggested  they  bought  the  best  British  resistance  glass. 


Westminster  Wisdom 

Notes  on  Parliamentary  Matters 

Methylated  Spirit  Drinking 
Mr.  Burnett  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland 
on  May  15  whether  he  proposes  to  take  legislative  action, 
in  view  of  the  representations  which  he  has  received  as 
to  the  prevalence  of  the  drinking  of  mineralised  methy- 
lated spirit  and  surgical  spirit. 

The  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  (Mr. 
Skelton) :  Before  considering  whether  further  measures 
restricting  the  sale  of  methylated  and  surgical  spirits  are 
necessary  it  is  proposed  to  await  the  results  of  the  ex- 
periment which  was  initiated  on  March  15  last  with 
the  object  of  rendering  surgical  spirit  undrinkable. 

Insulin 

Mr.  H.  Williams  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  on  May  14  what  change  has  taken  place  recently 
in  the  price  of  British-made  insulin  and  imported  insulin. 

Dr.  Burgin:  Some  reductions  in  the  price  of  British 
insulin  were  made  in  January.  In  the  last  few  days  the 
price  of  one  brand  of  British  insulin  and  of  one  brand 
of  imported  insulin  has  been  reduced  from  is.  5d.  to 
is.  4d.  per  100  units. 

Sir  F.  Fremantle:  Is  it  not  true  that  it  is  also  sold  to 
Poor  Law  authorities  at  is.  per  200  units? 

Dr.  Burgin:  That  is  the  fact. 
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Hotel  Accommodation 

Mr.  W.  Eaddie,  convener  of  the  publicity  committee, 
writes: — "In  connection  with  hotel  accommodation  at 
Leeds  during  the  Conference  (July  16-21),  I  should  be 
obliged  if  you  would  point  out  that  rooms  must  be 
booked  at  once.  Owing  to  the  Test  Match,  the  hotels 
are  being  inundated  with  applications  and  will  not  be 
able  to  reserve  rooms  unless  secured  immediately." 

Excursion 

Arrangements  have  now  been  completed  by  the  Leeds 
Committee  for  the  Conference  excursion  on  Thursday, 
July  19.  Members  of  Conference  will  see  not  only  the 
two  spas,  Harrogate  and  Ilkley,  but  will  see  some 
stretches  of  perhaps  the  finest  moorland  in  Yorkshire: 
two  very  fine  dales,  Nidderdale  and  Wharfedale,  and  the 
very  picturesque  ruins  of  Bolton  Priory. 

A  recent  visitor  from  London  has  said: — ■"  I  think 
this  will  turn  out  to  be  one  of  the  finest  day's  excursions 
the  Conference  has  ever  had.  Lunch  at  Harrogate,  drive 
over  the  moors  and  tea  at  Ben  Rhydding  make  a  very 
fine  combination,  and  with  good  weather  I  am  sure  the 
visitors  will  be  delighted."

Association 

Glasgow. — The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Glasgow 
and  West  of  Scotland  Branch  was  held  on  April  26.  The 
president,  Mr.  R.  Cullcn,  occupied  the  chair.  The  fol- 
lowing were  elected: — Hon.  President,  Mr.  A.  Pollock, 
Hon.  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  J.  Weir,  R.  Cullen. 
President,  Mr.  W.  Spence  Culbert-;  Vice-President,  Mr. 
R.  A.  Couper  ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  C.  Horsburgh  ;  Secretary, 
Mr.  H.  W.  Thomas  (436  Argyle  Street,  Glasgow,  C.2)  ; 
Coxmcil  (elected  for  two  years),  Mrs.  Tulloch,  Messrs. 
J.  Baird,  F.  Baillie,  A.  W.  Hendry,  J.  Lennox,  S. 
McConnell,  T.  Rennie  ;  Auditors,  Messrs.  W.  Wood 
Wilson,  J.  W.  Downie.  It  was  agreed  to  recommend  the 
1933  scale  of  prices  for  D.  and  P.  with  the  following 
exceptions: — (1)  4-exposure  films  to  be  developed  for 
4d.;  (2)  big  prints  (3 J  by  2 J)  from  small  negatives  to  be 
charged  2d.;  (3)  no  extra  charge  to  be  made  for  develop- 
ing panchromatic  films. 

Portsmouth. — A  meeting  of  the  branch  was  held  on 
April  24,  with  Councillor  W.  J.  Lewis,  chemist  and 
druggist,  in  the  chair.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  branch 
it  was  decided  that  a  postal  vote  should  be  taken  to 
ascertain  if  approved  dealers  would  be  willing  to  adopt 
the  P.D.A.  scale  of  charges  for  developing,  printing  and 
enlarging  for  the  present  season.  The  result  of  the  postal 
vote  was  such  as  not  to  justify  the  branch  to  recommend 
approved  dealers  to  adopt  the  official  scale.  A  scale  of 
charges  based  upon  the  prices  prevailing  in  the  area  was 
agreed  to  by  the  approved  dealers  and  the  finishers. 
At  the  previous  meeting  it  had  been  decided  to  adopt  the 
scale  provided  at  least  75  per  cent,  of  the  dealers  would 
come  into  line,  but  unfortunately  the  minimum  was  not 
reached.  By  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  meeting  a  re- 
solution was  carried  urging  the  manufacturers  to  code 
the  best  selling  size  film,  with  a  view  of  tracing  the 
source  of  supplies  to  unauthorised  dealers.

— A  meeting  of  the  Brighton  and  Hove  Asso- 
ciation of  Pharmacy  was  held  on  April  26,  Mr.  J.  E. 
Vickers  in  the  chair.  The  chief  item  of  the  evening  was

The  eighty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  Association 
was  also  held  in  Washington  during  the  week  commenc- 
ing May  7.    The  opening  of  the  American  Institute  of 


Pharmacy  is  the  attainment  of  an  ideal  which  has  been 
cherished  for  many  years — the  establishment  of  a  real 
headquarters  of  professional  pharmacy  for  the  whole  of 
America.  The  building  is  on  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
sites  in  Washington,  and  is  representative  of  the  finest 
in  art  and  architecture.  The  following  is  inscribed  over 
the  bronze  doors  of  the  imposing  entrance  :  — ■ 

"  This  building  is  dedicated  to  those  who  have  contributed 
their  knowledge  and  endeavour  to  the  preservation  of  public 
health  and  to  the  further  advancement  of  science  in 
pharmacy." 

At  present  there  is  accommodation  for  all  the  adminis- 
trative departments  and  for  the  editorial  offices  of  the 
monthly  Journal :  there  is  also  a  museum.  Later,  research 
laboratories  (chemical,  physical  and  biological)  will  be 
housed  in  a  separate  building.

B.D.H.  New  Sporfs  Ground 


Sports,  athletics  and  recreation  have  for  many  years 
been  consistently  encouraged  by  the  management  of  The 
British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  and  acquisition  of  a  new 
ground  at  Walthamstow  is  an  event  of  considerable  im- 
portance. The  ground,  which  is  ideally  situated,  both 
in  regard  to  its  amenities  and  convenience  of  access, 
was  formally  opened  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  (chairman  and 
managing  director)  recently,  in  the  presence  of  about 
1,000  employees  and  their  relatives.  Already  there  is 
abundant  evidence  that  the  venue  will  be  a  popular  ren- 
dezvous with  those  for  whom  it  is  provided. 

The  B.D.H.  Sports  Association  has  for  many  years 
made  use  of  a  ground  at  Highgate,  but  its  activities  were 
circumscribed  by  lack  of  space,  and  additional  facilities 
were  out  of  the  question.  The  new  ground,  which  is  on 
the  North  Circular  Road,  is  over  nine  acres  in  extent, 
and  there  are  pavilions  with  ample  dressing  accommoda- 
tion and  a  canteen.  On  the  opening  day  the  ground  was 
fully  occupied,  a  cricket  match  being  played  between  the 
B.D.H.  Cricket  Club  and  a  team  of  veterans,  a  ladies' 
cricket  match,  the  final  of  the  interdepartmental  football 
competition,  a  lawn  tennis  tournament,  a  netball  match, 
a  tug-of-war,  an  obstacle  race,  boxing,  and  putting  on 
the  green,  thus  providing  an  afternoon  of  varied  sport. 


The  B.D.H.  Association  was  established  in  1929,  when 
the  Highgate  ground  was  acquired.  Before  that,  how- 
ever, a  swimming  club,  football  and  camera  clubs  had 
been  formed  and  were  flourishing.  Now  that  a  ground 
nearly  four  times  the  size  of  the  one  at  Highgate  is 
available,  plans  are  in  hand  to  cater  for  all  tastes,  and 
rambling  and  dancing  will  be  fostered,  while  it  is  hoped 
to  start  a  boxing  club.

It  is  almost  exactly  fifty-four  years  since,  on  April  29, 
1880,  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan  and  I  passed  the  Major  exami- 
nation of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  receiving  on  that 
day  the  congratulations  of  Mr.  Sandford,  president  of  the 
Society,  who  with  the  vice-president  (Mr.  Schacht)  and 
Messrs.  Benger,  Brady  and  Gale,  were  present  as  a  depu- 
tation from  the  London  Board.  I  had  not  known  Mr. 
MacEwan  previous  to  1880.  In  the  early  months  of  that 
year,  he  in  Forfarshire,  myself  in  Roxburghshire,  and  a 
third  student  in  Midlothian,  who  many  years  ago  joined 
the  majority,  were  each,  unknown  to  the  others,  plough- 
ing a  lonely  furrow  with  a  view  to  the  forthcoming 
examination.  Through  the  kindness  of  a  mutual  friend 
we  three  were  introduced  to  each  other,  and  for  some 
weeks  we  made  regular  visits  to  Edinburgh,  where,  in 
the  seclusion  of  a  friendly  chemist's  back  parlour,  we  so 
polished  up  our  pharmaceutical  knowledge  that  to  our 
great  relief  Peter  and  I  managed  to  satisfy  the  examiners 
on  the  date  mentioned  above.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact 
that  of  the  twenty-eight  men  besides  myself  mentioned 
in  the  report  of  that  day's  proceedings  I  have  been 
unable  to  trace  a  single  survivor. 

It  is  to  me  a  somewhat  melancholy  satisfaction  to  be 
allowed  to  celebrate  an  anniversary  by  adding  my  con- 
gratulations to  those  of  the  eminent  pharmacists  who 
have  already  written  on  the  completion  of  this  magnum 
opus  for  the  inception  of  which  pharmacy  owes  a  debt  of 
gratitude  to  Peter  MacEwan.  The  acquaintanceship 
formed  in  1880  ripened  into  a  close  friendship  which  con- 
tinued to  the  end  of  MacEwan's  too  short  life.  Before 
they  left  Scotland  he  and  his  wife  used  to  visit  us  in 
our  Border  home.  On  one  of  these  occasions  he  noticed 
on  my  bookshelves  ten  or  twelve  bound  volumes  of  the 
early  issues  of  The  Chemist  and  DRUGGIST  which  I  had 
picked  up  somewhere.  On  his  appointment  as  assistant 
to  Mr.  Wootton  it  occurred  to  me  that  these  volumes 
would  be  of  much  greater  use  to  him  than  they  would 
ever  be  to  me,  so  I  passed  them  on  to  him.  I  recall  that 
on  my  later  visits  to  London  he  used  to  say  how  useful 
these  volumes  had  been.  Up  till  that  time  there  was  no 
general  index  to  the  C.  &■  D.,  and  realising  the  need  of 
such  he  proceeded  to  make  an  index,  using  these  early 
volumes  as  a  starting  point,  and,  as  was  his  habit, 
worked  early  and  late  to  carry  out  his  scheme.  It  was  the 
information  acquired  in  this  task  that  formed  the  ground- 
work of  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  which  appeared 
in  1898.  From  my  personal  knowledge  I  can  affirm  that 
tho  writing  of  this  work  was  MacEwan's  own  from  start 
to  finish,  and  all  through  it  bore  the  impress  of  his  wide 
knowledge,  his  intimate  acquaintance  with  pharmaceu- 
tical processes,  and  his  shrewd  common  sense. 

Though  my  name  was  mentioned  in  the  first  issue  I 
cannot  say  that  I  did  any  work  upon  it  ;  but  in  later 
years,  especially  about  1910,  I  undertook  at  his  request 
to  rewrite  certain  sections  of  the  eighth  edition,  which 
appeared  in  1914 — sections  which,  I  may  say,  have  been 
enormously  improved  in  the  tenth  edition  now  before  me. 
It  is  for  these  personal  reasons  that  I  welcome  the  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  and  admiration 
for  this  valuable  publication.  Frankly,  I  am  amazed  to 
see  how  it  has  developed  since  its  first  issue  thirty-six 
years  ago.  At  that  time  it  consisted  of  one  volume  of 
moderate  size,  but  edition  after  edition  was  called  for 
until  the  ninth  appeared  in  192 1,  a  substantial  book  of 
well  over  1,000  pages.  The  tenth  edition  consists  of  two 
volumes,  the  first  of  1,146  pages  and  the  second  of 
983  pages. 

Instead  of  giving  it  the  subtitle,  "The  Chemist's 
Recipe  Book,"  it  might  well  have  been  called  "The 
Chemist's  Library,"  for  I  can  assure  every  young  quali- 
fied chemist  that  with  these  volumes  he  can  dispense 
with  a  dozen  expensive  books.  In  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas"  he  will  find  everything  he  needs  to  carry  him 
through  life  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  best  traditions  of 
pharmacy. 


The  comprehensiveness  of  Volume  II  is  the  first  thin 
that  will  take  the  reader's  fancy.  It  covers  ever 
cognate  branch  of  science  that  touches  pharmacy  in  an 
degree  whatever ;  its  catholicity  is  remarkable,  nothin 
is  too  insignificant  to  escape  its  notice  or  too  small  t 
evade  its  net ;  its  familiarity  with  the  most  reliabl 
sources  of  information,  English  and  foreign,  and  i1 
accuracy  in  assembling  and  presenting  its  facts  in  accepi 
able  and  practical  form  to  its  English  readers,  all  thes 
points  must  obtrude  themselves  on  even  the  casu; 
reader,  who  will  also  be  amazed  at  the  mere  physic; 
labour  involved  in  producing  such  a  work,  not  to  spea 
of  the  very  considerable  output  of  grey  matter  necessai 
to  carry  through  the  undertaking.  Not  only  is  th 
volume  exceedingly  comprehensive,  it  is  also  up  to  dab 
and  thoroughly  abreast  of  the  best  and  most  model 
information. 

In  these  days  of  chain  stores  and  cut-throat  compet 
tion,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  best  course  for  a  chemi 
in  a  provincial  area  is  to  push  a  series  of  preparatioi 
under  his  own  label.  I  do  not  refer  to  the  packed  dru; 
purchased  from  the  wholesaler  who  specialises  in  th 
work,  but  to  preparations  which  the  retailer  has  evolve 
himself,  having  a  local  reference  in  the  title  or  a  coin* 
word  which  it  thought  advisable  he  can  protect,  ar 
which  is  quite  obviously  produced  ad  hoc,  and  n< 
simply  made  up  to  "sell."  As  an  example  of  tl 
possibilities  in  almost  every  chemist's  shop  in  tl 
country  let  us  take  horticulture.  The  love  of  the  gard( 
is  a  peculiarly  English  characteristic,  and  a  series 
preparations  specially  put  up  would  have  an  insta: 
appeal  to  hundreds  of  customers.  Let  us  see  what  a 
be  done.

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Standards  for  Foodsfuffs 

By  Ernest  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  F.I.C. 


IT  is  to  be  feared  that  Sir  Frederick  Willis  and  his 
Departmental  Committee  have  had  an  unenviable 
task.  Apart  from  the  conflicting  interests  which 
have  had  to  be  considered,  the  whole  question  of  stan- 
dardisation is  bristling  with  difficulties.  There  should, 
of  course,  be  no  difficulty  in  dealing  with  any  aspect  of 
the  question  which  is  against  the  public  weal  in  a  clear- 
cut  way,  and  everyone  will  be  pleased  to  see  the 
activities  of  the  food  manipulator  drastically  curtailed. 

Incidentally,  whilst  it  is  true  that  a  certain  number 
of  public  analysts  have  allowed  their  outlook  on 
their  professional  life  to  be  entirely  regulated  by 
bureaucracy  and  officialism,  I  would  emphatically  protest 
against  some  of  the  dicta  of  a  "  Legal  Correspondent ' ' 
responsible  for  the  note  headed  ' '  Needless  Prosecutions  ' ' 
(C.  <S-  D.,  1933,  II,  p.  373).  He  asks  "  what  object 
can  be  served  in  the  way  of  benefit  to  the  public 
by  employing  officials  to  go  into  chemists'  shops  to 
purchase,  say,  sulphur  ointment  and  then  have  it 
analysed  to  see  whether  it  contains  the  proper  percentage 
of  sulphur.  ...  It  makes  not  the  slightest  difference 
to  the  user  of  the  ointment  in  ordinary  circumstances 
whether  it  contains  too  much  sulphur  or  too  little." 

I  see  no  difference  in  principle  between  this  outlook 
on  the  administration  of  the  law  and  suggesting  it  is 
ridiculous  to  proceed  under  the  Larceny  Act  because  a 
particular  act  of  larceny,  such  as  stealing  an  apple  from 
an  orchard,  is  so  trivial  a  matter.  If  there  is  one  thing 
a  normal  pharmacist  prides  himself  on  it  is  that  he 
supplies  what  the  public  ask  him  for,  especially  when 
it  becomes  a  matter  of  dispensing  ;  and  I  apprehend  that 
in  this  lies  the  difference  between  the  qualified  man's 
responsibility  to  the  public  and  that  of  the  mere  vendor 
of  "  packed  goods."  The  administration  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  is  to  be  regarded  as  a 
most  salutary  form  of  insurance:  the  small  percentage 
of  adulterated  samples  of  all  kinds  detected  by  the 
public  analyst  is  an  indication  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
working  of  the  Act,  and  should  never  be  listened  to  as 
an  argument  to  suspend  its  useful  operation.  If  a 
pharmacist  will  carelessly  dispense  sulphur  ointment,  the 
fact  that  money  value  may  not  be  concerned,  nor  even 
actual  utility,  is  irrelevant.  If  he  makes  mistakes  in 
this,  he  will  do  so  in  other  cases.  The  offence  is 
properly  nipped  in  the  bud.  If  I  want  something  other 
than  the  B.P.  standard  I  can  ask  for  it,  or  I  can  always 
raise  the  defence  of  the  commercial  standard  if  I  wish— 
and  if  I  can  prove  it,  I  am  properly  acquitted. 

Cheese 

As  an  example  of  what  I  venture  to  say  is  a  case 
definitely  calling  for  standardisation,  I  may  quote  cheese. 
Cheese  is  an  article  of  high  dietetic  value  to  the  public, 
and  one  which  the  public  understand  as  a  very  definite 
article.  If  I  make  my  cheese  of  skim  milk  and  offer  it 
to  the  public  I  must  declare  it  as  such,  with  its  shortage 
of  fat.  But  at  present  I  may  mill  a  large  percentage  of 
water  into  natural  cheese,  pack  it  in  rindless  portions,  and 
still  sell  it  as  cheese.  The  public  would  be  astonished  if 
they  knew  how  much  per  lb.  they  paid  for  "  cheese  "  in 
some  of  these  cases,  especially  when  it  was  calculated  in 
terms  of  the  unwatered  cheese.  There  are,  of  course,  two 
policies  available  in  this  type  of  case.  Either  forbid  the 
name  "  cheese  "  to  be  used  at  all  except  for  a  full  milk 
cheese  containing  a  defined  quantity  of  fat — which  is 
the  drastic  but,  in  my  opinion,  the  proper  course  to 
take,  or  compel  the  amount  of  fat  present  to  be  stated 
on  the  label,  which  is  the  weak  course.  A  natural  food 
having  a  well-recognised  meaning  should  not  be  so 
manipulated  as  to  lower  its  food  value  and  still  retain 
its  old  and  well-understood  name. 

But  the  obvious  danger  of  standardisation  is  in  such 
cases  as  milk,  which  has  been  standardised  legally  down 
to  practically  its  bottom  limit.  If  I  can  add  water  to  a 
4.5  per  cent,  milk,  without  being  physically  detected, 


and  still  keep  to  the  legal  standard  of  3  per  cent,  fat  and 
the  remaining  figures  for  proteids,  etc.,  I  cannot  be 
caught  out.  It  is  hardly  possible  to  answer  the  question 
as  to  how  much  dilution  has  gone  on  since  the  low 
standard  for  milk  became  legal. 

As  another  example — for  it  is  legally  a  food — take 
lemon  oil.  It  would  not  be  too  much  to  say  that  since 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  set  up  its  standard  of  4  per 
cent,  citral,  half  the  lemon  oil  leaves  the  country  of  its 
production  in  an  adulterated  condition.  And  now  the 
Swiss  Pharmacopoeia  has  gone  one  better  and  made  its 
standard  3.5  per  cent! 

Jam 

There  is  a  tendency  amongst  some  analysts  of  not  too 
wide  outlook  on  things  to  seek  for  a  definite  test  which 
gives  definite  quantitative  results,  and  then  elevate  it 
into  a  "  standard."      The  determination  of  the  in- 
soluble matter  in  fruit  is  a  process  which  will  give 
accurate  results  on  which  any  two  or  more  analysts  will 
be  agreed.    It  is,  nevertheless,  useless  as  a  method  for 
determining  the  amount  of  fruit  in  jam.    A  given  kind 
of  fruit  varies  so  greatly  according  to  soil,  locality, 
particular  type,  and  other  factors  that  the  following 
may  be  taken  as  typical:  — 
Maximum  insoluble  matter  recorded       . .    7.5   per  cent. 
Minimum  insoluble  matter  recorded       . .    4.0    per  cent! 
Average  insoluble  matter  recorded  . .    5.75  per  cent.' 

If,  therefore,  I  find  5  per  cent,  of  insoluble  matter  in 
a  sample  of  jam,  I  can  use  any  figure  between  4  per 
cent,  and  7.5  per  cent,  as  the  basis  of  my  calculation, 
and  so  return  any  arbitrary  amount  of  the  fruit  as 
present.  If  I  had  made  my  jam  with  a  7.5  per  cent, 
fruit,  then  it  would  contain  66  per  cent,  of  fruit  ;  if  I 
had  started  with  a  fruit  containing  5  per  cent,  of  in- 
soluble matter,  it  would  contain  100  per  cent,  of  fruit, 
and  so_  on.  With  the  same  analytical  figures,  then,  I 
can,  within  limits,  assign  any  composition  to  the  jam. 
The  method  is  therefore  based  on  analytical  figures  which 
lead  one  nowhere.  But  some  public  analysts  are  saying, 
"  We  will  take  the  average  figure  and  use  it  for  calcu- 
lating the  amount  of  fruit."  Or,  in  plain  English,  "  We 
will  not  mind  securing  convictions  of  innocent  manu- 
facturers who  have  used  fruit  the  standards  for  which 
we  cannot  know,  so  long  as  we  secure  convictions  of 
guilty  persons  in  cases  where  our  fortuitous  deductions 
happen  to  be  correct."  This  is  the  result  of  the  public 
analyst  attempting  to  turn  amateur  lawyer.  In  a  recent 
case  in  which  I  was  concerned  the  prosecution  was  based 
on  the  set  of  facts  I  have  outlined  ;  and  when  the  reserve 
sample  was  sent  to  the  Government  analyst,  he  reported 
it  as  "  corresponding  with  x  per  cent,  of  fruit,  but  may 
have  been  prepared  with  y  per  cent."  The  firm's  books 
proved  that  the  proper  percentage  (y  per  cent.)  of  fruit 
was  in  fact  used  ;  but  an  unpaid  Bench,  to  whom  the 
subtleties  of  arithmetical  calculation  appeared  to  give 
some  trouble,  convicted.  It  was  brought  before  a 
recorder  on  appeal,  and,  of  course,  the  conviction  was 
quashed.  Now  here  was  a  case  in  which  (a)  proof  of 
guilt  was  admittedly  impossible  to  obtain  ;  (6)  on  the 
public  analyst's  certificate  and  every  other  fact  proved 
the  defendant  might  have  been  innocent.  I  suggest  that 
such  a  prosecution  is  to  be  described  as — not  needless, 
but  improper. 

Vinegar 

Let  me  turn  to  another  case  where  a  small  group  of 
public  analysts  bristle  with  the  longing  to  become 
amateur  lawyers.  Vinegar — "soured  wine" — still  has 
substantially  its  original  meaning  in  France.  Not  so  in 
England.  It  results  by  natural  processes  from  malt 
dates  and  other  substances.  These  vinegars  are  known 
as  brewed  vinegars.  As  is  of  course  well  known,  vinegar 
owes  its  virtue  to  acetic  acid  only,  except  in  so  far  as 
delicacy  of  aroma  and  flavour  are  concerned,  where 
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the  various  vinegars  differ.  The  poorer  classes  purchase 
— and  have  done  so  for  years — huge  quantities  of  dilute 
acetic  acid  coloured  with  caramel,  and  this  is  their 
staple  vinegar.  The  only  difference  between  these 
various  vinegars  is  in  delicacy  of  taste  and  aroma,  and 
the  use  of  one  or  the  other  is  "  de  gustibus."  But  the 
fact  that  minute  traces  of  phosphates,  etc.,  are  present 
in  brewed  vinegar,  and  not  in  the  unbrewed  variety,  is 
quite  sufficient  for  some  public  analysts  to  erect  it  into 
a  standard  for  the  purity  of  vinegar,  instead  of  an  in- 
dication as  to  its  delicacy.  I  have  even  heard  a  public 
analyst  say  in  the  witness-box  that  he  objected  to  the 
use  of  the  term  "  vinegar  "  for  the  unbrewed  variety, 
because  it  did  not  contain  the  nutriment  that  was 
present  in  the  brewed  varieties  (albuminoids,  phos- 
phates, etc.).  When  he  had  to  admit  that  a  reasonable- 
sized  family,  consuming  an  average  amount  of  vinegar, 
would  in  somewhere  near  two  years  consume  as  much 
nourishment  as  was  contained  in  a  small  egg,  the  witness 
did  not  appreciate  the  laughter  in  the  well  of  the  court 
nor  the  smiles  on  the  Bench.  In  this  case  the  prosecution 
failed,  and  applied  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  assistance 
in  launching  an  appeal.  The  Ministry  replied  that  they 
could  not  encourage  an  appeal.  Now  here  is  a  case 
where  a  large  industry  of  many  years'  standing,  which 
has  withstood  numerous  prosecutions,  is  still  being  made 
the  object  of  attack  by  the  analyst-cum-lawyer  officials. 
The  limit  of  the  absurdity  of  the  position  is  reached 
when  the  poor  trader  is  told  he  must  not  sell  it  as 
"  table  vinegar  "  even  if  he  may  sell  it  as  "  vinegar." 
Not  being  an  amateur  lawyer,  I  should  like  to  know 
wherein  it  matters  from  the  legal  point  of  view  whether 
I  use  it  on  the  "  table,"  at  a  picnic  on  the  grass,  or  in 
an  aeroplane !  It  is  the  attempt  by  individuals  to  force 
their — often  unconsidered — views  (which  have  not  been 
generally  accepted,  and  have  certainly  not  been  legally 
substantiated)  on  the  community  which  gives  rise  to 
these  improper  prosecutions. 

Thus  the  whole  question  of  standardisation  is  beset 
with  difficulties,  and  each  case  must  be  dealt  with 
separately  on  its  merits.  Let  the  fads  of  the  public 
analyst,  where  they  exist,  be  ruthlessly  brushed  aside 
and  let  an  answer  be  given  to  the  following  questions :  — 

Does  the  public  weal  require  this  or  that  particular 
standard  to  be  set  up? 

If  so,  can  it  be  properly  enforced? 

If  a  positive  answer  can  be  given  to  those  two 
questions,  then,  in  my  opinion,  standardisation  is 
required. 

Departmental  Committee's  Report 

Since  the  above  article  was  written,  the  report  of  the 
Departmental  Committee  on  the  Composition  and 
Description  of  Food  has  been  published.  The  final  terms 
of  reference  were  printed  in  the  C.  &•  D.,  May  5,  p.  514. 
Whilst  the  Committee  are  in  favour  of  legislation 
enabling  definitions  to  be  fixed,  they  are  well  alive  to 
the  necessity  of  using  such  powers  with  discretion,  espe- 
cially having  in  view  the  reasonable  development  and 
improvement  of  an  article.  They  further  state  that 
there  is  very  little  objection  to  the  legal  enactment  of 
simple  definitions  in  the  case  of  many  articles  of  food, 
but  that  there  may  be  considerable  difficulties  in  pre- 
scribing standards  or  quantitative  definitions.  There 
must  be  taken  into  account  the  varying  tastes  and 
requirements  of  consumers,  and  further  difficulties  of 
manufacture  may  in  certain  cases  make  uniformity  of 
products  almost  impossible.  The  main  question  referred 
to  the  Committee  is  answered  by  them  as  follows :  — 

"It  is  desirable  that  the  law  relating  to  the  composition 
and  description  of  articles  of  food  should  be  altered  so  as  to 
enable  definitions  or  standards  to  be  prescribed,  or  declarations 
of  composition  to  be  required,  for  articles  of  food  other  than 
liquid  milk." 

The  report,  however,  makes  it  quite  clear  that  it  is 
not  considered  that  a  case  for  the  extension  of  standards 
or  definitions  to  all  articles  of  food  has  been  made  out. 
The  main  principle  to  be  established  is  that  the  public, 
in  purchasing  any  important  article  of  food,  should  know 
what  they  are  getting.  The  report  further  recommends 
that  the  power  of  fixing  standards  or  definitions  should 


only  be  invoked  where  evidence  shows  that  it  is  desirable 
for  the  protection  of  the  pocket  or  the  health  of  the 
consumer.  A  further  qualification  of  the  report  is  that 
the  power  should  only  be  exercised  if  the  question  of 
conformity  with  the  requirements  or  with  the  declaration 
can  be  checked  by  analysis  or  by  some  other  reliable 
method. 

Two  other  reasonable  and  proper  observations  are 
made,  namely: — (1)  It  is  impossible  to  standardise 
flavour,  and  general  quality,  and  (2)  in  some  commodi- 
ties the  purchaser  may  be  fully  capable  of  judging  for 
himself  the  nature  of  the  article  he  is  buying.  It  is  also 
recommended  that  foods  specially  offered  for  infants  and 
invalids  should  bear  on  the  label  of  the  package  contain- 
ing them  a  declaration  of  their  contents.  This  is  espe- 
cially important  to  persons  suffering  from  an  ailment 
such  as  diabetes,  where  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  the 
sufferer  to  know  the  exact  proportions  of  carbohydrates, 
etc.,  contained  in  the  article.  With  regard  to  sweet- 
meats, no  standards,  declarations  of  composition  or 
definitions  are  considered  necessary  at  present,  unless  it 
is  found  desirable  to  prohibit  the  use  of  certain 
ingredients. 

The  question  of  extraneous  impurities  such  as  arsenic, 
lead  and  tin  is  to  be  treated  as  a  general  question,  and 
the  generally  accepted  limits  reviewed.  A  further  ques- 
tion dealt  with  is  the  addition  to  an  article  of  food  of  an 
ingredient  which  is  claimed  as  necessary  for  its  produc- 
tion in  a  fit  state  for  carriage  or  consumption,  as,  for 
example,  starch  in  shredded  suet.  A  review  of  the  limits 
or  standards  usually  adopted  is  recommended.  Dealing 
with  advertisements  and  labels,  the  report  very  pro- 
perly states  that  as  in  actual  practice  people  do  not  read 
the  label  on  an  article  of  food  when  they  buy  it,  but  do 
read  and  are  influenced  by  advertisements  of  such  an 
article,  it  should  be  enacted  that  an  advertisement  shall 
be  deemed  part  of  the  label. 

The  Society  of  Public  Analysts,  in  expressing  their 
views  before  the  Committee,  were  of  opinion  that  the 
work  of  fixing  standards  or  definitions  for  all  articles  of 
food  should  be  given  to  a  permanent  body  that  should 
have  no  other  duties.  This  recommendation  is  not 
accepted  in  the  report,  the  Committee  being  of  opinion 
that  the  Foods  Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
is  perfectly  capable  of  dealing  with  this  matter.  The 
report  also  deals  with  matters  such  as  expenses  of  ad- 
ministration, procedure  to  be  adopted,  etc.  In  con- 
clusion one  matter  is  worthy  of  remark.  The  report  of 
the  Committee  is  signed  by,  inter  alia,  J.  N.  Beckett, 
Esq.,  and  Dr.  J.  M.  Hamill,  O.B.E.,  M.D.,  D.Sc.  In 
Appendix  II  of  the  report  is  a  list  of  the  witnesses  who 
gave  evidence  before  the  Committee,  and  both  these 
gentlemen  appear  therein  as  witnesses  representing  the 
Ministry  of  Health.

THERE  is  a  name  which  has  been  associated  with 
retail  pharmacy  in  Liverpool  for  over  ioo  years : 
McGuffies  has  been  a  household  word  for  many 
generations  of  assistants  and  apprentices.  We  are 
told  that  John  McGufne  commenced  business  in  Old

Hall  Street  in  1828  and  emigrated  to  Castle  Street  in 
1848;  according  to  Picton's  "Memorials  of  Liverpool" 
(published  1875)  there  was  a  chemist's  shop  there  in  the 
eighteenth  century.  Referring  to  Castle  Street  about  the 
period  1795  he  says:  — 

' '  A  little  further  along  the  street  was  the  shop  of 
Edwards  &  Penny,  for  many  years  the  leading  drug- 
gists' and  apothecaries'  shop  of  the  town.  (Several 
fortunes  were  made  by  successive  proprietors.)  At

length  the  concern  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  late  Mr. 
John  McGuffie,  '  Glorious  John  '  as  he  might  well  be 
called  by  those  who  enjoyed  his  company.  To  a  fine 
portly  presence  he  added  a  magnificent  voice  and 
considerable  vocal  skill  which  rendered  his  company 
much  sought  after.    He  was  for  some  time  a  member 


of  the  Town  Council,  and  at  the  civic  feasts  was 
almost  the  only  amateur  vocalist  ever  called  on  to 
show  his  powers." 

Time  was  when  the  stage  coaches  broke  their 
journeys  in  Dale  Street,  and  many  of  the  older  Liverpool 
merchants  remember  when  the  horse  buses  commenced 
their  journeys  to  outlying  districts  from  Castle  Street ; 
one  of  them  tells  me  he  did  a  regular  week's  journey  to 
Manchester  in  a  vehicle  starting  from  the  Town  Hall. 

A  Sanctuary  Stone 

A  wayfarer  along  Castle  Street  any  time  these  hundred 
years  might  have  observed,  near  the  Town  Hall,  and 
almost  opposite  McGuffies,  inserted  in  the  carriage  pave- 
ment, a  flat  boulder  stone  of  circular  shape,  much  larger 
than  the  square  setts 
about  it.  To  the  unin- 
itiated this  flat  boulder 
would  appear  a  paving 
stone — and  nothing  more. 
It  is,  however,  a  great 
deal  more.  There  formerly 
existed  another  such  stone 
in  Dale  Street,  near  the 
top  of  Stanley  Street. 
These  points  marked  the 
privileged  precincts  of  the 
"  Fair  "  of  Liverpool. 
For  ten  days  before  and 
after  the  Fair  protection 
from  arrest  was  secured 
within  the  sacred  pre- 
cincts marked  by  these 
stones  for  all  persons 
coming  to  the   Fair  on 

lawful  business.  This  sanctuary  stone  may  seem  a  trifle 
now,  but  in  the  days  when  anyone  might  be  summarily 
arrested  and  thrown  into  gaol  on  the  mere  pretence  of 
debt,  it  was  a  wholesome  provision. 

Pick-Me-Ups 

Pick-me-ups  are  mostly  connected  with  city  businesses 
in  all  large  provincial  towns,  and  this  type  of  medica- 
ment forms  a  most  important  item  in  McGuffies'  counter 
work.  Many  old  readers  will  recall  that  this  was  speci- 
ally brought  out  during  the  celebrated  trial  of  Mrs. 
Maybrick.  In  Liverpool  pick-me-ups  are  always  asso- 
ciated with  McGuffie's  name,  and  many  old  men  now 
retired  drop  in  when  they  come  to  town  to  chat  about 
the  days  when  they  visited  the  shop  for  their  employers 
or  themselves.  A  retired  sea  captain  who  was  formerly 
in  the  South  American  trade  has  told  me  that  the  ' '  Wine 
Bitters"  made  by  McGuffies  could  be  got  at  any  port 
on  the  South  American  Coast  and  was  used  in  the  same 
way  as  angostura.  Alas !  it  is  no  longer  asked  for — 
the  powers  that  be  have  forbidden  its  manufacture  unless 
special  licences  are  taken  out. 

The  business  appears  to  have  passed  from  the 
McGuffies  to  a  Mr.  Kirby  with  Mr.  Hazel  as  manager. 
Mr.  Hazel  left  in  1910  and  formed  Hazel  &  Robson,  Ltd., 
located  in  Rumford  Street ;  that  year  the  business  was 
purchased  by  Midgley's,  of  Manchester,  and  it  came  into 
my  possession  in  1919.

W.  M.  &  S. 
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The  Finance  Bill 

The  Finance  Bill  for  the  current  year,  which  has  just 
come  up  for  second  reading,  while  not  so  spectacular 
as  some  of  those  to  which  post-war  economics  have 
accustomed  us,  is  yet  of  considerable  interest.  This 
is  especially  the  case  in  so  far  as  it  illustrates  the 
steps  taken  in  the  development  of  the  system  of 
import  tariffs  which  the  country  has  now  definitely 
adopted.  It  opens  with  a  clause  which  modifies  the 
preference  in  tariffs  given  by  recent  Acts  to  sugars 
which  are  Empire  products.  These  preferences  are 
to  be  continued  only  if  and  so  far  as  the  articles  are 
covered  by  a  certificate  that  they  are  within  the 
quota  allotted  to  the  importing  colony  or  other  terri- 
tory. The  Bill  also  gives  in  the  Schedule  a  revised 
list  of  the  rates  of  duty  payable  on  certified 
colonial  sugars.  The  Bill  next  goes  on  to  provide 
against  some  weaknesses  in  the  machinery  for 
securing  the  duty  on  hydrocarbon  oils.  This  pro- 
vision takes  the  form  of  extending  the  power  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  to  make 
regulations,  one  effect  of  which  is  likely  to  be  to 
bring  within  the  scope  of  the  tax  some  light  oils 
which  may  be  obtained  in  the  treatment  of  non- 
dutiable  oils  at  an  approved  refinery.  Then  comes 
an  increase  in  the  customs  duty  chargeable  on 
arc-lamp  carbons  imported  from  is.  per  lb.  to  5s. 
and  in  some  cases  to  7s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Insulin 

In  the  next  clause  the  Chancellor  makes  a 
notable  concession  by  repealing  the  duty  on 
insulin  and  insulin  salts.  Clause  6  imposes  a 
customs  duty  of  15  per  cent,  ad  valorem  on  patent 
leather  and  patent-leather  goods.  But  here  again, 
as  in  the  case  of  sugars,  trade  agreements  with  other 
countries  have  to  be  had  regard  to  when  the  duty 
comes  to  be  levied.  Yet  another  attempt  to  facilitate 
the  smooth  working  of  the  new  tariffs  appears  in 
Clause  7.  The  Finance  Act,  1932,  having  provided 
for  the  allowance  of  drawback  on  duty-paid  materials 
imported  when  used  in  the  manufacture  of  goods  in 
this  country,  the  Bill  has  found  it  necessary  to  provide 
that  the  goods  shall  be  confined  to  a  class  manu- 
factured for  export,  and  shall  have  been  subjected  to 
a  process  which  has  changed  their  form  or  character. 
The  next  three  clauses  of  the  Bill  also  embody 
attempts  to  facilitate  the  enforcement  of  recently 
imposed  duties.  Clause  8  widens  the  power  of  the 
Commissioners  to  relieve  from  import  duties  articles 
of  machinery  which,  although  coming  under  the 
taxing  statute,  ought  to  escape  the  duty  for  some 
special  reason.  Clause  9  empowers  the  Com- 
missioners to  exempt  from  tariffs  under  the  Import 
Duties  Act  to  which  they  would  otherwise  be  liable 
certain  iron  and  steel  goods  used  in  shipbuilding. 


Clause  10,  on  the  other  hand,  allows  the  Treasury, 
acting  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Import  Duties 
Advisory  Committee,  to  impose  by  Order  duties 
upon  articles  which  cease  to  be  chargeable  with  the 
general  ad  valorem  duty. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions 

The  other  clauses  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  part 
of  the  Bill  consist  of  miscellaneous  provisions. 
Clause  11  elaborates  the  provisions  of  the  Import 
Duties  Act,  1932,  which  allow  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee to  compel  persons  to  give  information  and 
extends  the  power  of  the  Committee  to  disclose 
such  information  to  any  Government  department. 
Clause  12  aims  at  suppressing  the  improper  use  of 
spirits  which  have  been  allowed  exemption  from  or 
rebate  of  the  duty  chargeable  on  spirits.  Section  4 
of  the  Finance  Act,  1918,  provided  that  a  reduction 
should  be  allowed  from  the  duty  chargeable  on  im- 
portation on  spirits  or  any  article  made  from  spirits 
recognised  by  the  Commissioners  as  used  for  a 
medical  or  scientific  purpose,  and  this  has  been  con- 
tinued by  Acts  subsequently  increasing  the  duty  on 
spirits.  The  Bill  gives  power  to  the  Commissioners 
to  make  regulations  to  prevent  any  abuse  of  the 
privilege  thus  granted.  Clause  13  extends  the  power 
of  the  Commissioners  to  give  relief  from  excessive 
assessments  in  the  case  of  licensed  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  the  charge  of  licence  duty,  and  to  make 
any  readjustment  of  the  licence  duty  which  they 
think  called  for.  They  may  now  hear  an  appeal 
although  the  time  for  appealing  has  expired.  Clause  14 
brings  into  line  with  the  general  law  of  licensing 
offences  in  Northern  Ireland  a  provision  of  Section  13 
of  the  Finance  Act,  1923,  which  deals  with  offences 
against  the  Illicit  Distillation  (Ireland)  Act,  1931. 
A  court  consisting  of  one  resident  magistrate  is  in 
future  to  have  jurisdiction  to  try  such  offences. 
Clause  15  is  designed  to  strengthen  the  law  against 
smuggling  from  the  Irish  Free  State  into  Northern 
Ireland  dutiable  goods  upon  which  the  duty  has  not 
been  paid.  Anyone  found  with  any  dutiable  goods 
within  an  area  of  Northern  Ireland  proscribed  by 
the  Commissioners  may  be  required  to  furnish  proof 
that  duty  has  been  paid  on  the  goods,  and  on  failure 
to  do  so  he  is  to  be  liable  to  a  penalty  and  the  goods 
are  to  be  forfeited.  The  sixteenth  and  last  clause  of 
Part  I  provides  for  an  amended  and  lower  scale  of 
licence  duties  on  motor  bicycles,  tricycles  and  certain 
other  mechanically  propelled  vehicles. 

Parts  II  and  III 

Part  II  of  the  Bill  deals  with  income  tax,  including 
surtax.  Although  the  standard  rate  of  income  tax 
is  reduced  by  the  Bill  from  5s.  to  4s.  6d.  in  the  £,  the 
surtax,  which  is  in  fact  a  deferred  income  tax,  is  to 
be  charged  at  the  same  rates  as  were  in  force  for  the 
year  1932-33.  This  is  no  doubt  to  be  referred  to  the 
nature  of  the  assessment.  The  tax  is  one  which  is 
due  and  payable  as  a  deferred  instalment  of  income 
tax  on  January  1  next  after  the  end  of  the  year  of 
assessment.  Thus  the  income  on  which  the  tax  is 
charged  is  that  for  the  previous  year;  it  is  never 
the  income  of  the  year  in  which  it  is  charged.  The 
only  other  change  in  income-tax  law  proposed  in  the 
Bill  is  one  by  which  certain  rents  derivable  from 
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land  or  rights  over  land  which  is  not  separately 
assessed  under  Schedule  A  are  made  chargeable  under 
Schedule  D.  Part  III,  which  deals  with  the  National 
Debt  and  kindred  subjects,  contains  nothing  of  general 
interest.  On  the  other  hand,  under  Part  IV  some 
miscellaneous  changes  deserve  attention.  Clause  25 
proposes  to  repeal  the  provision  of  Mr.  Snowden's 
Finance  Act,  193 1,  which  charged  land-value  tax. 
The  proposal  already  threatens  to  call  forth  violent 
opposition  from  a  section  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
although  there  seems  little  risk  of  the  Chancellor  being 
compelled  to  waive  his  proposal.  Clause  26  proposes 
an  amendment  to  the  already  much-involved 
Section  2  of  the  Finance  Act,  1894,  the  object  clearly 
being  to  curb  the  growing  practice  of  seeking  to 
escape  death  duties  in  respect  of  the  value  of  annuities 
or  like  interests  in  which  the  deceased  held  only  a 
joint  interest  and  which  therefore  in  theory  of  law 
would  not  pass  at  his  death.  On  the  whole,  adverse 
criticism  of  the  Bill  is  likely  to  be  directed  rather 
to  what  it  omits  than  to  what  it  contains. 

The  Merchants'  Difficulties 

Last  week's  gathering  of  chemical  merchants  at  the 
eleventh  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Chemical  and 
Dyestuffs  Traders'  Association,  Ltd.  (C.  &>  D., 
May  12,  p.  540),  was  the  occasion  of  some  pertinent 
but  temperate  statements  on  the  difficulties  of  both 
importers  and  exporters  under  present-day  con- 
ditions. At  the  luncheon  which  preceded  the 
meeting,  the  first  opportunity  was  taken  by  the  trade 
to  congratulate  the  president  (Mr.  Victor  Blagden) 
on  his  recent  appointment  as  Sheriff  of  the  County  of 
London.  All  branches  of  the  chemical  industry  will 
unite  in  acclaiming  this  well-earned  honour  by  a  man 
whose  unique  knowledge  and  experience  of  world 
commerce  and  industry  has  on  more  than  a  few 
occasions  been  sought  and  freely  given  for  the  benefit 
of  the  nation,  and  whose  personal  charm  and  sterling 
qualities  have  for  so  long  been  recognised  and  appreci- 
ated by  the  chemical  industry. 

Currency  Stabilisation 

Commenting  on  the  position  as  he  saw  it  to-day, 
Mr.  Blagden,  in  the  course  of  his  speech,  said  he  was 
satisfied  that,  while  in  some  respects  our  trade  had 
improved  during  the  past  year,  there  were  still 
features  which  were  delaying,  if  not  making  im- 
possible, a  general  and  world-wide  recovery  in  trade. 
Artificial  restrictions  such  as  tariffs  and  quotas  were 
not  helpful,  but  these  were  more  or  less  incidental  to 
the  chief  obstacle  to  any  hope  of  revival  of  world 
commerce,  namely,  continually  fluctuating  inter- 
national currency  exchanges.  "  Unless,"  said  Mr. 
Blagden,  "  the  world's  currencies  are  stabilised,  both 
our  imports  and  exports  and  those  of  all  other 
countries  are  likely  to  continue  to  fall  away."  We 
agree;  stability  is  badly  and  urgently  needed,  and 
the  very  corner-stone  of  this  first  essential  to  sound, 
healthy  and  increasing  trade  is  the  pegging  of  inter- 
national exchanges. 

Customs  Delay 

In  the  course  of  his  annual  report,  the  chairman, 
Mr.  Harold  Gilliat  (Leeds),  dealt  at  some  length  with 


the  difficulties  experienced  by  merchants  in  their 
dealings  with  H.M.  Customs  in  connection  with  the 
various  import  duties  now  in  operation.  The  main 
complaint  continues  to  be  that  of  delay,  and  it  was 
disappointing  to  hear  that  the  department  persists  in 
making  a  practice  of  demanding  payment  of  deposits 
in  excess  of  the  amount  of  duty  payable,  apparently 
because  they  are  not  sufficiently  organised  to  deal 
with  importers'  entries  at  the  time  they  are  lodged. 
The  traders  had  no  quarrel  with  the  policy  under 
which  the  duties  were  advocated  and  later  imposed, 
but  they  protested  against  the  arbitrary  methods 
sometimes  adopted  by  the  department  and  the  with- 
holding of  the  repayment  of  deposits  for  weeks  and 
sometimes  for  months.  As  was  to  be  expected 
during  the  first  few  months  of  the  Import  Duties 
Act,  1932,  the  chief  characteristics  of  the  work  of  the 
department  were  muddle  and  delay,  little  short  of 
chaos,  and,  apparently,  after  two  years  conditions 
have  improved  but  little. 

The  Council  Election 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  election  this  year 
was  the  first  under  compulsory  membership  of  the 
Society:  20,923  papers  were  issued  and  9,443  valid  ones 
were  returned.  It  is  interesting  to  compare  these  figures 
with  those  of  last  year  under  the  voluntary  system. 
There  were  then  ^,835  voting  papers  issued  and  5,816 
valid  votes  recorded.  On  this  occasion  the  influx  of  new 
voters  increased  the  percentage,  but  the  result  in  total 
figures  remain  disappointing.  The  Council  in  1933,  when 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  was  still  in  suspense,  re- 
ceived a  vote  of  confidence  from  the  electorate.  This 
was  a  tribute  to  the  president  of  that  year,  for  the  per- 
son actually  leading  the  Society  is  the  president  for  the 
time  being.  What  are  the  deductions  to  be  made  from 
this  election?  There  were  apparently  about  2,000 
chemists  who  were  members  previously  but  had  not  paid 
their  retention  fee  for  this  year,  which  leaves  us  with 
almost  a  40  per  cent,  change  in  electorate.  Though  any 
attempt  to  fathom  the  meanings  of  the  present  voting 
must  be  largely  speculative,  we  can  get  a  clue  if  we 
examine  the  distribution  of  the  votes.  The  total  of  9,400 
votes  indicates  that  at  least  3,000  persons  could  not  have 
voted  on  previous  occasions.  It  is  probably  correct  to 
say  they  were  largely  compulsory  members  ;  yet,  apart 
from  one  striking  instance,  the  result  is  the  same.  The 
old  members  carried  at  least  one-third  of  the  new  voters. 
The  official  party  relied  on  their  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence ;  and  though  they  left  their  critics  an  obvious  retort, 
there  was  not  much  evidence  of  other  candidates  being 
sufficiently  quick  to  seize  the  opportunity.  The  con- 
test was  the  most  costly  that  has  taken  place  in  phar- 
macy, but  possibly  the  least  original  in  ideas.  At  the 
annual  meeting  it  was  suggested  that  an  opposition  was 
necessary,  but  apart  from  one  candidate  there  was 
no  pretension  of  the  opposition  idea  which  stimulates 
activity  in  a  government.  One  newcomer  ousted  a  past- 
president  of  the  Society,  one  with  twenty-one  years' 
service  on  the  Council.  The  shuffling  of  positions  of  the 
old  Councillors  means  very  little.  Dr.  Dick  gets  quite  a 
good  vote  (4,868)  for  a  first  time  of  asking.  Regret  will 
be  natural  over  Mr.  Parry,  as  he  has  done  really  good 
work  for  pharmacy  ;  but  a  wide  circle  of  pharmacists 
will  rejoice  in  the  accession  of  Mr.  Dick  to  a  body  which 
was  badly  in  need  of  fresh  blood  and  independence  of 
outlook.  This  election,  like  others,  resolves  itself  into  a 
simple  formula.  If  all  the  discontented  could  unite, 
they  might  effect  a  change  ;  but  as  many  are  usually  at 
odds  with  each  other,  the  position  makes  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  establishment. 
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Pharmaceutical  Sociely  of  Great  Britain 

Ninety-Third  Annual  Meeting,  London,  May  16 


THE  ninety-third  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society — or  alternatively  the  first  annual 
meeting  of  the  new  Government  department  of 
the  same  name — was  held  in  the  lecture  theatre  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  May  16. 
The  most  remarkable  circumstance  of  this  historic  occa- 
sion was,  perhaps,  that  the  attendance  was  of  the  attenu- 
ated type  familiar  for  many  years  past,  although,  as  the 
president  told  the  meeting,  the  Society's  membership 
now  stands  at  20,834.  With  the  president  at  the  table 
were  the  vice-president  (Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck),  the  trea- 
surer (Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin),  the  secretary  (Mr.  Hugh  N. 
Linstead),  the  resident  secretary  in  Scotland  (Mr.  J. 
Rutherford  Hill)  and  the  Society's  solicitor  (Mr.  W.  H. 
Quarrell).  Almost  every  member  of  the  Council  was 
present,  though  we  failed  to  find  the  ex-president  (Mr. 
F.  Gladstone  Hines)  and  the  two  Scottish  members. 
Among  the  audience  were  Mr.  Alban  Atkin,  Mr.  William 
Bennett,  Mr.  Frank  Browne,  Mr.  F.  E.  Bullen,  Mr.  H.  E. 
Chapman,  Mr.  R.  G.  Eacott,  Mr.  W.  B.  Falding, 
Mr.  W.  K.  Fitch,  Mr.  Alan  Francis,  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour, 
Mr.  J.  W.  Haynes,  Mr.  J.  S.  Hills,  Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal, 
Mr.  J.  Milner,  Mr.  Arthur  Mortimer,  Mr.  F.  A.  Noble, 
Mr.  H.  Roberts,  Mr.  John  H.  Robinson,  Mrs.  Skinner, 
Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher,  Mr.  W.  P.  Want,  Mr.  E.  S.  Waring 
and  Mr.  Hugo  Wolff. 

The  president  made  an  agreeable  departure  from  recent 
practice  by  ignoring  the  sequence  of  paragraphs  in  the 
annual  report  and  arranging  the  material  of  his  speech  in 
such  a  way  as  to  secure  the  attention  of  his  audience. 
First  came  the  abolition  of  part-time  courses  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  ;  then, 
after  a  reference  to  Leeds  University,  followed  the 
matter  on  which  the  president  appeared  to  lay  most 
stress,  the  coming  removal  to  new  headquarters. 
Borrowing  was  foreshadowed,  and  it  was  not  surprising 
to  learn  that  the  financial  position  was  being  "  most  care- 
lully  examined,"  especially  as  the  new  Act  would  involve 
additional  expenditure  next  year.  The  membership  of 
the  Society,  the  audience  was  told,  had  increased  by 
5,000,  and  it  was  hoped  that  all  who  did  not  need  the 
Society  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  business  would 
continue  their  support.  The  first  laugh  came  with  the 
remark  that  more  volunteers  for  inspectorships  had 
applied  than  would  ever  be  appointed.  The  last  five 
minutes  of  the  address  were  devoted  to  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Codex,  the  Conference,  the  obituary,  and  the 
Society's  staff.  An  effect  "  off  "  resembling  stage 
thunder  synchronised  with  the  passage  on  the  Codex  ; 
perhaps  it  was  only  the  superactivity  of  some  of  the 
Society's  vitamins.  The  ensuing  discussion  was  more  or 
less  true  to  type,  but  it  was  pleasant  to  hear  fresh 
voices.  The  president's  reply  was  cautiously  diplo- 
matic, with  clever  skating  over  some  patches  of  thin 
ice.  Anticipating  the  vote  of  thanks  to  the  president 
that  usually  follows  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  Mr. 
Gilmour  voiced  the  general  feeling  of  the  audience  in 
humorous  phrases.  Mr.  William  Bennett  seconded,  and 
the  first  part  of  the  annual  meeting  ended,  thanks  to 
the  president's  adroit  management,  in  good  time.  The 
subsequent  declaration  of  the  poll  showed  that  Mr.  Dick 
had  displaced  Mr.  Parry  on  the  Council. 


The  secretary  having  read  the  notice  convening  the 
meeting,  the  president  presented  the  annual  report. 

The  President's  Statement 

The  President  said :  It  is  now  my  duty  to  present  for 
your  adoption  the  annual  report  of  the  Council  for  the 
year  1933.  It  is  customary  on  these  occasions  for  the 
president  to  review  the  activities  of  the  year,  taking  the 
report  paragraph  by  paragraph.  With  your  permission,  I 
propose  this  year  to  depart  from  that  precedent  and  to 
leave  certain  sections  of  the  report  to  speak  for  them- 
selves in  order  that  I  may  devote  a  greater  time  to  certain 
phases  of  our  activities  which  are  assuming  more  than 
usual  importance. 

The  first  matter  to  which  I  desire  to  refer  is  that  sphere 
of  our  activities  for  which  the  Education  Committee  of 
the  Council  is  responsible.  The  report  records  that  for 
some  long  period  now  a  special  committee  has  been  re- 
considering the  whole  of  our  examination  regulations  with 
a  view  to  introducing  into  our  education  system  such 
changes  as  will  bring  the  pharmacist  more  closely  into 
touch  with  medicine  and  better  able  to  appreciate  modern 
developments  in  therapeutics.  The  new  proposals  in- 
volve the  complete  recasting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist  Qualifying  examination  and  the  Bachelor  of 
Pharmacy  Degree  examination.  In  the  Degree  examina- 
tion we  propose  to  introduce  changes  which  involve  the 
substituting  of  physiology  for  botany  and  some  lightening 
of  a  burden  of  study  and  examination  which  students, 
teachers  and  examiners  had  agreed  to  be  unduly  severe. 
The  introduction  of  physiology  into  the  training  and 
examination,  both  of  the  chemist  and  druggist  and  of 
the  pharmaceutical  chemist,  is  a  reform  which  we  shall 
all  agree  to  be  overdue.  It  will  enable  us  to  ensure  that 
our  people  have  some  familiarity  with  the  action  of  the 
drugs  they  handle  and  an  appreciation  of  the  pharma- 
copoeial  tests  depending  upon  biological  methods  of  assay. 

One  other  step  in  the  direction  of  lightening  the  bur- 
dens of  our  students  we  propose  to  take  as  soon  as 
circumstances  permit.  We  propose  no  longer  to  recognise 
part-time  courses  of  instruction  for  the  Preliminary  Scien- 
tific examination.  Those  courses  have  been  the  normal 
means  of  instruction  for  the  Preliminary  Scientific  exami- 
nation, and  we  think  that  sufficient  experience  of  their 
working  has  accumulated  to  show  that  they  are  on 
balance  unsatisfactory.  For  the  master-pharmacist  they 
are  inconvenient,  because,  with  the  best  will  in  the  world, 
it  is  not  always  practicable  for  an  apprentice  to  leave  at 
a  set  time  on  several  evenings  a  week,  possibly  when 
business  is  at  its  busiest.  Upon  the  student  they  impose 
a  very  considerable  strain,  and  there  is  little  doubt  the 
insufficient  time  which  they  allow  for  private  study  and 
for  recreation  has  contributed  substantially  to  the  poor 
results  at  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examinations.  In 
many  centres  these  classes  will  doubtless  remain,  and 
they  will  be  attended  voluntarily  by  apprentices  who 
desire  to  prepare  themselves  for  their  Preliminary  Scien- 
tific course,  but  the  only  recognised  course  when  these 
new  conditions  come  into  operation  will  be  full-time 
courses  extending  over  a  period  of  not  less  than  nine 
months,  to  be  taken  either  before  or  after  apprenticeship. 

One  other  reference  I  must  make  to  the  part  of  the 
report  dealing  with  education,  and  that  is  to  the  estab- 
lishment by  the  University  of  Leeds  of  a  pharmaceutical 
department  in  the  School  of  Medicine.  For  the  develop- 
ment of  training  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  and 
Degree  examinations  and  for  the  provision  of  oppor- 
tunities for  all  important  research  work  it  is  essential  that 
we  should  link  ourselves  more  and  more  with  the  Univer- 
sities, and  we  are  grateful  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  to 
the  authorities  of  the  University  that  they  have  pro- 
vided us  with  these  additional  facilities  for  the  higher 
training  of  our  students.

New  Headquarters 

In  his  address  at  the  annual  meeting  last  year  Mr. 
Hines  referred  to  the  preliminary  steps  which  were'  then 
being  taken  in  hand  for  the  building  of  a  new  head- 
quarters in  London.  Arrangements  for  this  project  are 
now  well  in  hand,  and  it  will  become  one  of  the  major 
concerns  of  the  Society  during  the  next  four  or  five  years. 
I  wonder  how  many  even  of  those  of  you  who  frequently 
visit  our  present  House  realise  how  hopelessly  inadequate 
it  is  for  our  activities.  We  have  some  departments  of  our 
School  of  Pharmacy  working  under  conditions  which 
represent  a  poor  minimum  of  efficiency  ;  we  have  research 
work  undertaken  in  rooms  almost  entirely  dependent  upon 
artificial  illumination  ;  we  have  no  adequate  common 
room  facilities  in  the  House  for  members,  students,  or 
staff.  We  have  our  Pharmacological  Laboratories  so 
cramped  for  accommodation  that  they  are  to-day  find- 
ing it  necessary  to  limit  their  work  ;  and  finally,  we  have 
the  leases  of  the  older  part  of  our  building  rapidly  coming 
to  an  end.  As  you  know,  the  Council  some  years  ago 
wisely  made  provision  for  the  future  by  the  purchase  of 
a  freehold  site  in  Brunswick  Square,  a  site  the  value  of 
which  has  already  considerably  increased  since  we  bought 
it.  The  leases  either  lapse  or  can  be  terminated  by  us 
during  the  next  few  years,  and  the  time  is  within  sight 
when  we  can  look  forward  to  a  headquarters  built  for  our 
own  purposes  and  which  is  our  own  property. 

The  points  which  I  would  ask  you  to  bear  in  mind 
with  regard  to  this  new  building  are  the  following :  ■ — 
First,  the  hopeless  inadequacy  of  our  present  building  ; 
secondly,  the  lapsing  of  the  leases  under  which  we  hold 
it  ;  thirdly,  the  fact  that  we  have  our  own  site  bought 
for  the  purpose  of  our  own  headquarters;  fourthly,  that 
there  is  no  better  time  than  the  present  for  building. 
And  there  remains  one  other  point,  a  point  of  real  im- 
portance, although  in  a  sense  intangible.  It  is  the  fact 
that  the  great  majority  of  members  of  the  Society  are 
most  anxious  to  see  their  Society  suitably  housed  in  an 
appropriate  building,  which  will  be  an  outward  sign  of 
the  standing  and  aspirations  of  their  craft,  and  which 
will  provide  not  merely  the  services  so  inadequately  pro- 
vided in  the  present  building,  but  such  other  accommo- 
dation as  will  make  our  new  house  a  social  centre, 
not  merely  for  the  pharmacists  of  London,  but  for  the 
pharmacists  of  the  whole  country. 

In  a  project  of  the  magnitude  of  this  project  there  is 
need  to  draw  the  line  clearly  between  what  is  reasonable 
and  what  is  extravagant,  and  your  Council  are  fully 
alive  to  the  undesirability  of  erecting  a  building  larger 
than  our  needs  justify,  the  upkeep  of  which  may  in 
consequence  be  a  totally  unnecessary  strain  upon  the 
Society's  finances.  And  it  is,  of  course,  this  question  of 
finance  which  conditions  the  whole  of  our  building 
plans.  Such  questions  as  the  date  when  we  commence 
the  building,  the  speed  with  which  it  can  be  completed, 
and  the  extent  to  which  it  should  be  equipped  are 
dependent  entirely  upon  the  financial  position  of  the 
Society  during  the  next  ten  years.  Further,  if  a  new 
building  means  increased  cost  of  upkeep,  we  must  look 
further  ahead  still.  The  whole  position  is  at  the  moment 
being  most  carefully  examined  by  the  Establishment  and 
the  Finance  Committees.  The  repayment  of  such  capital 
as  we  may  need  to  borrow,  even  if  spread  over  some 
length  of  time,  will  necessitate  our  securing  a  substantial 
annual  surplus  from  now  on.  The  finding  of  this  sum 
will  not  be  an  easy  task.  It  can  be  accomplished  only 
if  economies  supplement  any  increase  there  may  be  in 
income  as  the  result  of  the  coming  into  force  of  the  new 
Act.  One  fact  is  regrettable.  The  provision  made  by 
our  predecessors  for  the  capital  which  would  inevitably 
be  required  when  the  present  leases  fell  in  was  entirely 
inadequate.  As  the  ways  and  means  of  financing  the 
new  building  are  still  under  consideration  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  go  into  details  at 
the  moment,  if  indeed  it  would  at  any  time  be  desirable 
to  discuss  this  problem  in  public  in  any  great  detail. 
Before,  however,  I  leave  the  subject  I  would  once  again 
emphasise  what  I  have  already  said  about  the  urgency 
of  this  rebuilding  problem.  Time  passes  very  rapidly, 
and  every  year  that  passes  brings  us  nearer  to  the 
termination  of  the  tenancy  of  this  house. 


Financial  Statement 

The  remarks  I  have  made  concerning  finance  in  its 
relation  to  our  building  serve  as  an  introduction  to 
what  I  have  to  say  concerning  the  financial  statement. 
You  will  see  from  the  income  and  expenditure  account 
that  we  finished  the  year  1933  with  a  small  credit  balance 
01  £75&-  You  will  notice  that  in  many  of  our  depart- 
ments we  have  been  able  to  reduce  our  expenditure  in 
spite  of  a  general  all-round  increase  in  our  activities. 
For  example,  the  cost  of  our  law  department  was  ^520 
less  than  in  1932  ;  the  North  British  Branch  £336  less  ; 
the  cost  of  Branch  organisation  was  ^300  less  and  the 
cost  of  salaries  of  the  clerical  staff  in  London  ^246  less. 
There  were  slight  increases  in  the  cost  of  the  College, 
but  these  have  been  more  than  offset  by  increased 
income,  and  the  total  net  cost  of  the  College  was  £157 
less.  Our  principal  increases  in  expenditure  have  been  in 
the  cost  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  and  certain 
capital  expenditure  in  connection  with  the  bringing  into 
force  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  We  have 
every  reason  for  believing  that  the  additional  cost  which 
is  being  incurred  in  producing  the  greatly  improved 
"  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  which  our  members  are  now 
receiving  will  be  largely,  if  not  entirely,  offset  by  the 
substantial  increase  in  advertising  income.  The  working 
out  of  the  new  Act  is  bound  to  involve  us  in  some  addi- 
tional expenditure  next  year,  but  not,  I  hope,  an 
excessive  amount.  It  is  certainly  evidence  of  careful 
administration  that,  in  spite  of  the  exceptional  activities 
of  1933,  there  has  been  no  increase  and,  in  fact,  a  slight 
saving  in  the  cost  of  the  salaries  at  headquarters.  Most 
of  the  other  items  of  income  and  expenditure  are  self- 
explanatory,  and  I  can  best!  supply  any  additional 
information  which  may  be  required  in  answer  to 
questions. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act 

The  next  matter  with  which  I  wish  to  deal  is  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  Our  annual  meeting 
last  year  was  held  shortly  before  the  Act  became  law, 
and  it  is  now  old  history  to  report  that  the  Act  is  not 
only  on  the  statute-book,  but  that  parts  of  it  are  in 
operation.  As  you  know,  beginning  from  January  this 
year,  those  sections  dealing  with  membership  of  the 
Society  in  particular  came  into  force.  The  retention  fee 
which  now  takes  the  place  of  the  membership  subscrip- 
tion has  been  fixed  at  the  figure  of  the  subscription, 
namely,  £1  ns.  6d.  We  had  anticipated  an  increase  in 
the  membership  of  the  Society  but  not  an  increase  of 
as  much  as  5,000,  which  is  what,  in  fact,  has  happened. 
We  have  taken  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  recasting 
of  the  Register  to  request  members  to  decide  upon  one 
address,  which  we  will  retain  as  an  official  address.  It 
will  be  the  address  on  the  Register,  and  will  also  be  the 
address  to  which  "The  Pharmaceutical  Journal"  will 
be  sent.  It  may  be  that  the  decision  to  do  this  will  lead 
to  certain  inconveniences,  but  its  great  advantage  is  that 
the  published  Register  becomes  a  really  satisfactory 
record  of  the  current  addresses.  At  present  there  are 
many  addresses  on  the  Register  which  were  sent  to  the 
Society  years  ago,  and  for  the  alteration  of  which  no 
authority  was  subsequently  given.  It  will  immensely 
increase  the  general  usefulness  of  the  Register  if  it  is 
known  that  the  addresses  which  appear  on  it  are  the 
addresses  at  which  the  member  usually  resides  or  carries 
on  business,  and  that  the  majority  of  the  names  it 
contains  will  be  those  of  persons  actively  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  pharmacy. 

A  larger  increase  in  membership  has  meant  that  there 
has  been  a  correspondingly  larger  increase  in  the  circula- 
tion of  "The  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  and  this  has  led 
to  certain  difficulties  from  which  there  is  no  escape.  A 
larger  circulation  means  a  longer  time  for  printing,  and 
consequently  the  impossibility  of  delivering  copies  as 
early  as  before.  It  means,  too,  an  increase  in  cost  with- 
out an  immediate  compensated  increase  in  income  from 
advertisements.  These  are  problems  consequential  upon 
the  coming  into  force  of  the  Act,  and  are  receiving  the 
most  careful  and  regular  attention  both  of  the  Publica- 
tions Committee  and  of  the  Council.  The  Council,  and 
I  am  sure  the  members  generally,  must  be  well  satisfied 
with  the  improvements  which  have  undoubtedly  been 
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introduced  into  the  editorial  pages,  and  which  have 
added  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  Journal  to  members. 
We  congratulate  Mr.  Fitch,  our  Editor,  and  his  staff, 
upon  the  labours  which  have  resulted  in  these  improve- 
ments. We  have  also  to  record  many  definite  indications 
that  the  Journal  is  becoming  more  increasingly  valuable 
as  an  advertising  medium.  The  personal  testimony  of 
large  advertisers  to  me  leaves  no  doubt  in  my  mind  of 
the  immense  value  that  "The  Pharmaceutical  Journal" 
possesses  to-day  for  anyone  who  wishes  to  bring  his  pro- 
ducts to  the  notice  of  pharmacists. 

My  remarks  about  "The  Pharmaceutical  Journal" 
have  led  me  somewhat  astray  from  the  survey  of  the 
Act  which  I  was  attempting.  The  present  is  the  time 
for  me  to  make  a  survey  of  the  Act  itself.  This  has  been 
done  on  so  many  occasions  that  there  is  little  or  nothing 
left  to  be  said.  There  are,  however,  outstanding  prob- 
lems which  the  Act  has  created  which  will  have  to  be 
solved  during  the  next  year.  The  fixing  of  the  amount 
of  the  retention  fee  I  have  already  referred  to.  Another 
problem  is  the  anomaly  that  whereas  membership  of  the 
Society  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  compulsory  for 
those  who  are  in  charge  of  shops,  it  is  still  optional  upon 
the  several  thousands  of  pharmacists  who  do  not  need 
to  be  members  in  order  to  carry  on  their  daily  work.  In 
this  sense  it  is  by  no  means  true  to  say  that  the  Society 
ceases  to  be  a  body  having  a  voluntary  membership. 
Much  of  our  future  policy  will  depend  upon  the  attitude 
towards  the  Society  of  this  group  of  pharmacists.  If 
they  decide  that  they  will  continue  in  the  future  to 
support  us  as  they  have  done  in  the  past,  then  one  of  the 
great  objects  which  we  sought  to  secure  by  means  of  the 
Act  will  have  been  attained,  and  the  Society  will  be 
completely  representative  of  all  those  actively  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  pharmacy.  It  is  therefore  of  the 
greatest  possible  importance  that  this  numerous  class 
should  continue  their  support  of  the  Society's  work. 
I  feel  sure  that  we  are  all  gratified  at  the  fact  that  so 
many  of  them  have  seen  their  way  to  either  retain  their 
membership  or  join  the  Society  for  the  first  time.  Not 
only  will  they  add  to  the  strength  of  the  Society  but 
they  will  be  able,  through  their  branches,  to  take  an 
active  part  in  directing  the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

Statutory  Committee 

Another  matter  of  importance  which  the  passing  of  the 
Act  has  brought  forward  is  the  setting  up  of  the  Statu- 
tory Disciplinary  Committee,  the  appointment  of  which 
cannot  now  be  long  delayed.  We  do  not  yet  know  what 
that  committee  will  regard  as  "  misconduct,"  but  there 
is  no  need  to  anticipate  that  those  of  us  who  have  been 
to  the  best  of  our  endeavours  carrying  on  our  businesses 
in  a  workmanlike  manner  need  have  any  apprehensions 
as  to  the  activities  of  the  members  of  that  committee. 

Again,  I  have  to  be  disappointingly  deficient  in  infor- 
mation on  another  subject  which  I  know  concerns  all  of 
you — the  appointment  of  inspectors  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Act.  Their  appointment  must  await  the  coming  into 
force  of  the  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Home  Secre- 
tary on  the  advice  of  the  Poisons  Board,  and  I  can  give 
you  no  further  information  as  to  their  numbers  or  duties 
beyond  saying  that  our  correspondence  discloses  the  fact 
that  there  are  in  the  field  many  more  volunteers  than  will 
ever  actually  be  appointed.  So  far  as  the  Poisons  Board 
is  concerned  there  is  yet  little  public  information.  We 
know  that  the  Board  and  its  committees  have  been  meet- 
ing regularly  during  the  last  six  months,  and  that  it 
cannot  be  long  before  some  at  least  of  its  work  is  pub- 
lished. While  what  it  is  doing  remains  therefore  for  the 
moment  confidential  we  can  feel  certain  that  its  work  has 
been  immensely  facilitated  by  the  assistance  which  our 
five  pharmaceutical  representatives  have  been  able  to 
render. 

I  mention  these  various  matters  connected  with  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  very  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
I  am  not  able  to  give  you  that  official  information  con- 
cerning them  which  you  all  desire  and  which  I  should  be 
glad  to  be  in  a  position  to  give.  Their  enumeration  will, 
however,  suffice  to  bring  home  to  you  the  extreme  impor- 
tance which  the  year  1934-35  is  going  to  bear  in  the  course 
of  the  Society's  history.  In  a  sense  the  die  was  cast  a 
year  ago  when  the  Bill  passed  through  Parliament,  and 


what  is  happening  now  is  the  logical  consequence  of  what 
happened  then,  but  that  does  not  mean  that  within  the 
framework  of  the  Act  there  is  not  a  vast  amount  which 
can  be  won  or  lost  by  mishandling  of  the  many  problems 
with  which  the  Act  presents  us.  It  is  this  fact  which 
makes  the  present  and  the  immediate  future  of  such  im- 
mense importance  and  which  makes  the  need  for  a  united 
Society  truly  representative  of  the  whole  of  pharmacy  no 
less  vital  now  than  at  any  time  during  the  past  few 
years.  For  myself,  and  if  I  may  speak  on  behalf  of  my 
colleagues  on  the  Council,  I  would  add  this  personal 
note :  It  is  this  fact,  too,  which  makes  it  a  privilege  for 
us  at  this  time  to  be  charged  with  the  promotion  of  the 
welfare  of  the  Society  through  our  services  as  members 
of  its  Council. 

Other  Features  of  the  Report 

The  main  part  of  my  remarks  hitherto  has  been  con- 
fined to  three  important  aspects  of  our  work — the  changes 
in  our  educational  policy,  our  new  building  and  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  Considerations  of 
time  will,  in  consequence,  prevent  me  from  commenting 
as  fully  as  I  would  have  liked  upon  many  sections  of  the 
report  which  in  normal  years  would  not  have  been  over- 
shadowed by  these  bigger  considerations.  Nevertheless, 
it  is  desirable  that  I  should  ask  you  to  consider,  briefly 
though  it  must  be,  some  of  the  main  items  of  interest  in 
the  report  itself.  You  will  see  that  in  the  first  para- 
graph a  further  increase  in  membership  by  358  to  16,008 
is  chronicled,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  during 
the  last  year  under  its  old  conditions  the  Society  was 
steadily  increasing  in  numbers.  The  membership  to-day, 
20,834,  is  in  its  turn  an  immense  encouragement  to  the 
Society,  as  it  is  about  to  embark  upon  a  new  phase  in 
its  history.  Under  the  heading  "Examinations,"  we 
record  the  holding  of  our  first  examination  in  the  diploma 
in  biochemical  analysis.  Since  then  a  second  examina- 
tion has  been  held,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  not  only 
that  the  numbers  of  those  taking  the  examination  have 
not  decreased,  but  that  the  examiners  have  expressed 
themselves  as  being  highly  satisfied  with  the  standard 
reached. 

The  value  of  the  work  which  our  Pharmacological 
Laboratories  are  doing  is  strikingly  illustrated  by  the 
long  list  in  the  report  of  distinguished  foreign  workers 
who  have  not  merely  visited  the  laboratories,  but  have 
stayed  in  them  to  learn  our  methods.  The  setting  up 
of  these  laboratories  in  1926  was  one  of  the  noteworthy 
steps  forward  which  the  Society  had  taken  for  many  a 
year,  and  the  increasing  value  of  the  work  which  Pro- 
fessor Burn  and  his  staff  are  doing  in  those  laboratories 
has  been  recognised  by  the  Council  in  the  one  way  which, 
above  all  others,  is  evidence  of  the  value  which  the 
Council  attach  to  that  work.  We  have  allocated  to  those 
laboratories  a  further  amount  of  the  rarest  commodity 
in  our  present  house,  namely,  floor  space. 

Under  the  heading  "  Publications,"  reference  is  made 
to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  which  we  antici- 
pate will  be  published  early  in  July.  On  one  or  two 
occasions  an  attempt  has  been  made  by  myself  or  my 
predecessor  to  express  the  Council's  appreciation  of  the 
work  which  has  gone  into  the  preparation  of  the  1934 
Codex.  No  words  can  adequately  recognise  the  self- 
sacrificing  labours  of  the  large  band  of  volunteer  workers 
who  have  contributed  to  this  revision.  Their  satisfaction 
will  be  found  in  the  knowledge  that  they  have  produced 
what  we  can  say  without  challenge  is  the  finest  pharma- 
ceutical reference  book  available,  certainly  in  English- 
speaking  countries.  This  opinion  will,  I  am  certain,  be 
expressed  by  users  of  the  book  as  soon  as  they  appre- 
ciate the  amount  and  accuracy  of  the  information  to  be 
found  in  it. 

No  reference  to  the  annual  report  would  be  complete 
without  reference  to  one  of  the  most  notable  meetings  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  the  long  history 
of  that  body.  The  Conference  is  an  occasion  primarily 
for  the  presentation  and  discussion  of  scientific  papers. 
In  recent  years  its  scope  has  been  extended,  and  it  has 
now  a  political  and  social  significance  as  well  as  scientific. 
The  meeting  in  London  was  notable  on  all  these  scores. 
The  science  sessions  were  productive  of  valuable  results.

THE  CHEMIST  AND  DRUGGIST 


May  19,  1934 


The  delegates'  meetings  were  noteworthy  for  the  subjects 
discussed  and  for  the  excellent  attendance  of  delegates. 
On  the  social  side  the  London  Conference  was  an  out- 
standing success.  I  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass 
without  reiterating  our  indebtedness  to  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  London  for  the  magnificent  reception  which 
they  gave  us  on  the  Monday  evening.  We  were  for- 
tunate, too,  to  have  the  London  Conference  made  memor- 
able by  the  presence  of  distinguished  colleagues  from 
the  Dominions  and  the  Continent.  Inadequate  though 
words  of  thanks  must  be,  I  must  once  more  repeat  our 
indebtedness  to  the  London  Committee  whose  work  made 
the  1933  Conference  so  noteworthy. 

There  remain  two  tasks  for  me  to  perform  before  I 
close  my  remarks.  A  pleasant  task  and  a  sad  task.  The 
task  which  I  describe  as  a  sad  one  is  to  draw  your  atten- 
tion to  the  names  that  appear  in  the  paragraph  headed 
"  Obituary."  In  our  report  we  chronicle  the  passing  of 
prominent  men  who  were  loyal  supporters  of  the  Society. 
My  old  colleague,  John  Humphrey,  who  passed  away  as 
he  would  have  wished,  actively  engaged  to  within  a  few 
weeks  of  the  end  in  active  pharmaceutical  work  ;  Mr. 
McNab,  a  past  chairman  of  the  North  British  Executive, 
whose  friendship  so  many  of  us  enjoyed,  are  two  whose 
names  I  cannot  forbear  from  mentioning.  One  name 
above  all  in  this  house  and  in  this  lecture  theatre  cannot 
be  omitted- — the  name  of  Henry  George  Greenish.  For 
how  many  years  has  his  voice  been  heard  in  this  room  ; 
how  many  generations  of  "  Square  "  students  are  there 
who  will  retain  the  memory  of  his  teaching  and  friend- 
ship? The  pleasant  task  is  to  express  on  your  behalf 
and  on  my  own  cordial  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
staff  during  the  year  1933.  We  are  in  a  state  of  transi- 
tion, and  old  methods  of  organisation  and  office  routine 
have  to  go  by  the  board.  It  is  a  tribute  to  the  depend- 
ability of  our  staff  as  well  as  to  their  loyalty  that  they 
have  so  efficiently  carried  through  the  work  of  this  diffi- 
cult period  at  often  a  great  personal  inconvenience,  and 
on  occasions  for  long  periods  working  until  late  at  night. 
I  now  beg  formally  to  move  that  the  annual  report  and 
statement  of  accounts  be  adopted. 

The  Vice-President  seconded  the  adoption  of  the 
report. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Atkin  (London)  said  he  had  heard  at  a  certain 
meeting  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  need  have  no 
trouble  about  the  finance  for  their  proposed  new  build- 
ing because  the  money  would  be  forthcoming  from  a 
certain  source  if  they  did  not  object  to  the  Pharmacy 
Bill.  He  would  like  the  president  to  confirm  or  deny 
the  suggestion.  Mr.  Atkin  also  raised  the  question  of 
unqualified  sellers,  pointing  out  that  he  could  not  see 
any  grounds  on  which  licences  could  be  refused  by  the 
local  authorities.  He  did  not  think  the  Society  were 
putting  sufficient  restrictions  on  those  who  were  going  to 
deal  with  this  business.  It  seemed  to  him  that  unquali- 
fied persons  were  going  to  get  a  very  cheap  qualification 
which  cost  the  registered  man  a  good  deal  of  money. 
For  5s.  or  10s.  men  would  be  able  to  get  all  the  privi- 
leges except  the  dispensing  of  poisons  for  internal  use. 

Mr.  Robinson  (Liverpool)  said  it  had  been  his  privi- 
lege for  twenty-five  years  to  attend  the  annual  meeting. 
He  paid  a  compliment  to  the  president  for  having  treated 
the  meeting  with  courtesy  and  respect  "up  to  the  pre- 
sent "• — -(Laughter) — and  hoped  it  would  continue  to  the 
end  of  the  meeting.  Members  came  there  to  air  their 
grievances  and  merited  attention.  Last  year  they  had 
been  rushed  through  the  meeting,  everybody  apparently 
being  in  a  hurry  to  get  away.  With  regard  to  the 
Journal  they  had  now  got  a  really  good  editor,  a  man 
who  didn't  seem  to  care  twopence  for  any  of  the 
Council.  (Laughter.)  Previously  the  editor  had  been 
ruled  by  a  lot  of  nonentities.  (Laughter.)  He  hoped 
there  would  always  be  plenty  of  opposition  to  the  Council. 
He  did  not  want  to  come  on  the  Council,  and  he  had 
no  axe  to  grind  in  any  shape  or  form,  but  he  still 
favoured  the  idea  of  members  retiring  for  a  year  after 
they  had  served  three.    Now  it  was  a  case  of  the  same 


old  gang.  (Laughter.)  Referring  to  the  fee  of 
£1  ns.  6d.,  Mr.  Robinson  said  it  was  too  much  for  some 
of  the  members  to  pay,  but  of  course  it  was  nothing  for 
the  opulent  gentlemen  who  had  plenty  of  money.  Those 
who  were  poor  were  called  hucksters.  (Laughter.)  He 
hoped  some  of  the  candidates  who  had  been  on  the 
Council  for  so  long  would  get  "  chucked  out." 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  McNeal  (Harrow)  said  it  had  been  represented  to 
him  that  his  acceptance  of  nomination  did  not  reach  the 
Council  until  within  a  day  or  two  of  the  time  limit.  He 
would  like  to  know  if  any  candidate's  acceptance  of 
nomination  reached  the  office  about  March  31.  His 
favourite  subject  was  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  where  he 
noticed  the  staff  salaries  were  greater  than  the  income  of 
the  School.  Yet  other  schools  of  pharmacy  were  in  the 
position  of  making  a  profit  on  their  work.  If  the  Society 
were  going  to  contribute  £1  for  every  £1  paid  by  the 
student,  it  meant  that  £1  was  being  deducted  from  the 
income  of  the  Society  for  the  maintenance  of  the  School. 
There  should  be  some  relation  between  the  cost  of  the 
teaching  and  the  income  from  the  students.  He  con- 
sidered that  there  was  a  big  discrepancy  between  the 
income  of  the  School  and  the  expenditure.  With  regard 
to  the  Pharmacological  Laboratories  much  work  appeared 
to  be  done  for  outside  people  who  could  well  afford  to 
pay  for  it.  On  the  question  of  the  Journal  he  regarded 
it  as  a  very  useful  paper,  but  he  asked  whether  the 
Society  could  afford  to  go  on  paying  annually  £12,565 
from  its  income.  If  they  saved  half  that  amount  they 
could  have  lowered  the  fee  in  the  case  of  assistants  by  at 
least  1  os.  6d.  He  regretted  very  much  to  see  that  an 
official  of  the  Society  had  acted  in  a  way  detrimental 
to  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  he  thought  that  their 
officials  should  be  worthy  of  trust  to  do  nothing  that 
was  inimical  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  Dennis  inquired  what  was  happening  to  phar- 
macists not  in  business. 

Mr.  Wolff  (Ealing)  said  he  had  thought  that  with  the 
passing  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  they  had  en- 
tered upon  a  new  and  better  phase  of  pharmacy.  He 
had  been  bitterly  disappointed  to  find  ventilated  at  that 
meeting  the  very  lowest  aspecLs  of  pharmacy  such  as  the 
competition  between  chemists  and  grocers.  Such  ques- 
tions could  be  much  better  dealt  with  by  another  body. 
Mr.  McNeal's  speech  had  been  a  mixture  of  bouquets 
and  brickbats.  He  (the  speaker)  had  always  been  under 
the  impression  that  the  object  of  the  School  was  to  teach 
students,  and  that  it  was  not  out  to  make  money.  Mr. 
McNeal  had  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  Society's  pay- 
ments for  the  School  they  should  subsidise  other  schools, 
but  he  wanted  particularly  to  pick  Mr.  McNeal  up  on  the 
question  of  the  loss  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Laboratories. 
Who  could  say  it  was  a  loss?  The  Laboratories  were  one 
of  the  greatest  assets  the  Society  had,  and  they  would 
get  all  their  money  back  again  in  time.  He  was  sorry 
to  notice  that  some  of  the  work  of  the  Laboratories  was 
having  to  be  limited  owing  to  lack  of  space,  and  he  sug- 
gested that  in  dealing  with  the  leases  the  Council  might 
take  into  consideration  housing  the  laboratories  there, 
for  they  would  be  a  much  better  investment  than  receiv- 
ing rents.  Mr.  McNeal  had  also  suggested  that  the 
Council  must  accept  the  responsibility  for  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act.  The  responsibility  rested  with  those 
who  supported  the  Act,  which  meant  every  member  of 
the  Society.  In  conclusion  he  paid  a  warm  tribute  to 
the  work  of  the  late  editor  of  the  Journal  (Mr.  Gilmour) 
for  the  efficient  and  able  way  in  which  he  had  conducted 
the  magazine  under  very  difficult  circumstances. 

Mr.  Milner  (Greenwich)  raised  the  question  of  the 
£3,000  spent  on  branch  organisation  and  pointed  out 
that  it  was  about  £300  less  than  the  year  before.  He 
believed  the  money  came  from  a  levy  on  each  member ; 
and  as  there  was  now  an  increased  membership,  the 
money  coming  from  that  source  would  be  much  larger. 
He  suggested  that  much  better  use  could  be  made  of  the 
money  and  that  the  levy  was  at  present  too  large. 

Mr.  Bullen  (London)  regretted  that  it  had  been 
decided  to  abolish  the  part-time  courses  for  the  Pre- 
liminary Scientific  examination,  and  pointed  out  that  if 
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such  a  rule  had  been  in  force  years  ago  some  of  the 
most  distinguished  men,  including  the  late  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones,  might  not  have  been  members  of  the  pro- 
fession. He  himself,  though  he  had  no  desire  to  vaunt 
the  fact,  obtained  his  tuition  by  the  part-time  system. 
The  Society  were  spending  a  lot  of  money  on  education, 
but  he  was  obliged  to  tell  boys  who  asked  him  about  the 
profession  that  it  would  cost  their  fathers  so  much  money, 
that  there  was  very  little  in  it  and  they  would  be  better 
off  if  they  became  policemen.  With  regard  to  the  School 
he  wondered  whether  they  could  afford  to  go  on  educat- 
ing students  who  left  the  profession  later  on  to  become 
doctors  or  lawyers.  He  pointed  out  that  he  was  now 
a  life  member,  observing  that  it  seemed  to  him  that  he 
would  be  able  to  defy  the  action  of  any  disciplinary 
body.  (Laughter.)  He  asked  if  the  Society  had  given 
up  all  hope  of  dealing  with  the  question  of  other  quali- 
fications for  dispensers,  and  he  mentioned  that  at  least 
half  the  hospitals  of  the  United  Kingdom  had  no  quali- 
fied pharmacist  in  their  dispensary. 

Mr.  Freeman  (London)  said  he  thought  something 
should  be  done  to  hold  the  annual  meeting  at  a  more 
convenient  time.  He  did  not  think  that  meeting  was 
well  attended  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Society  had 
20,000  members. 

Mr.  Manley  (Dulwich)  also  complained  of  the  incon- 
venience of  the  time  of  meeting.  He  thought  something 
should  be  done  to  stop  the  clinics  and  welfare  organisa- 
tions supplying  pharmaceutical  articles  at  about  a  fourth 
of  the  price  for  which  they  could  be  obtained  from 
chemists.  They  were  letting  the  dispensing  go,  and  now 
it  looked  as  if  the  grocers  would  be  able  to  get  the 
remainder. 

Mr.  Eacott  (Teynham)  said  he  did  not  think  the 
evening  meetings  had  been  very  well  attended,  and  he 
asked  in  the  interests  of  those  who  had  not  had  the 
education  obtainable  at  Bloomsbury  Square  that  simpler 
and  more  popular  lectures  should  be  arranged  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  President's  Reply 

The  President,  replying  to  the  discussion,  said  with 
regard  to  Mr.  Atkin's  suggestion  about  money  being 
forthcoming  from  another  source  for  the  Society's  build- 
ing the  answer  was  that  the  Society  must  finance  its  own 
building  whether  it  received  donations  from  outside 
sources  or  not.  They  were  glad  to  see  Mr.  Robinson 
at  the  meeting,  but  they  could  not  agree  with  him  that 
the  present  fee  was  an  unreasonable  one.  Mr.  McNeal 
had  raised  many  questions  and  had  been  given  a  good 
deal  of  latitude.  For  his  information  it  was  as  well  to 
point  out  that  all  the  notices  from  those  who  desired  to 
offer  themselves  for  election  were  received  in  correct 
time.  With  regard  to  the  cost  of  the  School  they  must 
remember  that  there  was  no  public  school  which  was  not 
heavily  endowed  or  subsidised  from  the  rates,  and  if 
there  was  any  difference  between  the  fees  and  the  cost  of 
the  Society's  School  he  thought  the  results  obtained 
from  the  school  training  were  sufficient  answer  to  any 
criticism.  As  to  the  laboratories  Mr.  Wolff  had  given 
the  correct  answer  and  he  (the  president)  was  in  accord 
with  it.  They  should  also  remember  the  important 
part  which  the  laboratories  played  in  regard  to  research. 
On  the  question  of  the  cost  of  the  Journal  they  had  not 
yet  had  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  compensation  from 
advertising  revenue,  but  they  were  hoping  this  would 
come  in  due  course.  He  pointed  out  that  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act  had  been  approved  by  the  annual  meet- 
ing. Mr.  McNeal  himself  had  said  in  1931  that  he  was 
prepared  to  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  Council 
in  the  work  which  was  before  them.  He  assured  the 
meeting  that  the  Council  would  not  lose  sight  of  any  of 
the  ideals  that  members  had  in  view.  Mr.  Milner's 
reference  to  the  levy  would  be  borne  in  mind.  With 
regard  to  part-time  work  they  had  to  face  facts,  and  the 
position  had  to  be  regularised  in  the  interests  of  those 
who  presented  themselves  for  examination  as  well  as  in 
the  interests  of  the  Society.  With  regard  to  Mr.  Bullen's 
life  membership  it  looked  like  being  an  interesting 
experiment.  (Laughter.)  Something  had  been  said  by 
Mr.  Freeman  and  others  about  the  time  of  the  annua] 


meeting,  but  the  Council  had  found  generally  speaking 
that  midday  was  the  best  time,  especially  in  view  of  the 
work  which  had  to  be  done  later  on.  Mr.  Freeman  had 
suggested  that  the  School  was  chiefly  for  London 
students  ;  but  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  those  who  went 
there  came  from  areas  outside  London.  The  Society  were 
represented  on  the  Poisons  Board  by  five  men,  one  of 
whom  was  in  the  retail  business,  and  they  were  very 
well  served  by  all  of  them.  With  regard  to  Mr.  Eacott's 
reference  to  the  evening  meetings,  they  had  been  re- 
markably well  attended,  and  there  had  been  difficulty 
in  providing  seating  accommodation.  Mr.  Eacott's  sug- 
gestion would  be  laid  before  the  Organisation  Committee. 
The  motion  was  then  put  and  carried. 

Scrutineers  Appointed 
On  the  motion  of  the  President,  scrutineers  were 
appointed  to  count  the  votes  in  the  election  of  coun- 
cillors. 

Auditors  Elected 

The  following  were  elected  auditors  of  the  Society :  — 
Messrs.  C.  A.  Hill,  J.  S.  Hills,  T.  E.  Lescher,  E.  J. 
Millard,  E.  A.  Umney. 

The  President  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Registers  were  available  for  inspection. 

The  President.  Thanked 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  in  a  brief  and  humorous  speech, 
moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  president  and  Council. 
There  were  stars  of  various  magnitudes,  he  said  (and 
some  presidents  had  not  been  of  the  first  magnitude) ,  but 
Mr.  Keall  had  impressed  everyone  by  his  open-minded 
and  forthcoming  management  of  affairs. 

Mr.  William  Bennett,  in  seconding,  said  that  the 
best  men  for  the  biggest  jobs  were,  like  Mr.  Keall, 
retailers. 

The  President  briefly  expressed  his  thanks. 


Council  Election  Result 

The  counting  of  the  votes  was  concluded  about  the 
usual  time,  and  at  6.28  the  President  announced  that 
the  number  of  voting  papers  issued  was  20,923,  of  which 
9,656  were  returned  ;  of  this  latter  number  in  were 
disallowed  and  102  were  invalid,  leaving  9,443  effective.

The  first  seven  were  therefore  elected. 
The  President  read  the  names  of  the  members  of  the 
Council,  as  now  constituted,  and  moved  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  scrutineers,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  A. 
Noble.  Mr.  F.  Bascombe  (chairman  of  the  scrutineers) 
replied,  and  the  President  declared  the  meeting  closed. 


Council  Meeting 

The  usual  meeting  of  the  Council  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  the  president  in  the  chair.  Certain  elections  and 
restorations  took  place.  The  Council  then  went  into 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  the  business  of 
the  annual  meeting. 
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Where  possible  scales  of  prices  of  chemicals  are  given  for  bulk  down  fo  small  quantities.  Prices  recorded  for 
crude  drugs,  essential  and  fixed  oils  and  coal  tar  products  are  for  fair  sized  wholesale  quantities.  Qualities  of 
chemicals,  drugs,  essential  and  fixed  oils,  etc.,  vary,  and  selected  brands  or  grades  would  be  at  higher  values

While  there  are  some  markets  that  are  still  meeting  with  a 
very  slow  demand,  others  report  a  steady  business  for 
rather  limited  quantities.  The  general  tone  is  satisfactory  and 
the  speculative  markets,  which  continue  fairly  active,  are 
having  a  good  effect  in  other  directions.  Pharmaceutical 
chemicals  continue  to  meet  with  quite  a  fair  business,  and, 
on  quotation,  values  are  steady,  but  in  a  number  of  lines 
severe  competition  is  noted.  Phenazone,  Phenacetln,  Barbi- 
tone and,  of  late,  Vanillin  are  offered  at  below  the  standard 
quotations.  The  Convention  prices  of  the  latter  article  may 
be  difficult  to  maintain  much  longer,  fn  the  crude  drugs 
markets  business  is  perhaps  a  little  better,  but  some  of  the 
leading  commodities  are  still  dull  and  at  low  figures. 
Japanese  Camphor  is  rather  easier  on  spot.  New  crop  Cas- 
cara  Sagrada  is  now  being  quoted  for  shipment.  Chamomiles 
are  firm  and  in  limited  supply.  The  season's  production  of 
Norwegian  Cod-liver  oil  has  now  reached  a  good  total.  West 
African  Ginger  is  much  dearer,  but  is  now  quieter.  Japanese 
Menthol  has  remained  dull,  but  is  perhaps  a  little  steadier. 
Peppers  show  an  appreciable  advance,  closing  below  the  best. 
Pimento  is  dearer.  Rubber  shows  a  loss  on  the  week.  Traga- 
canth  is  fully  steady  for  the  white  grades.  Business  in 
essential  oils  seems  to  have  been  a  little  better,  but  severe 
competition  is  noted  in  many  lines.  American  Cedarwood  is 
a  point  cheaper.  Java  Citronella  is  steadier  but  still  dull. 
Sicilian  hand-pressed  Lemon  is  reported  steadier  and  tending 
to  harden.  Lemongrass  has  slumped  badly  and  is  irregular 
and  dull.  Japanese  Peppermint  has  been  dull.  Much  better 
business  is  reported  in  the  fixed  oils  markets  and  values  show 
a  general  recovery  from  recent  low  levels.  Coconut  and 
Palm  oils  are^  bright  features.  American  Turpentine  is  dull 
and  again  easier.  Industrial  chemicals  are  in  very  fair  de- 
mand, particularly  for  domestic  consumption.  Prices  are 
steady.  In  coal-tar  products  Creosote  oil  and  Cresylic  acid 
are  improved  markets.  Toluol  and  Xylol  are  quoted  cheaper.

Ecuador  import  prohibitions. — Among  a  list  of  classes  of 
merchandise,  the  import  of  which  was  prohibited  into  Ecuador 
from  May  2,  are  the  following:  Toilet  waters  and  lotions, 
perfumery,  common  soap  for  use  in  laundries,  sulphur,  rubber 
and  guttapercha  and  manufactures  thereof,  combs,  slides 
and  other  ornaments  for  the  hair. 

Imitation  medicines  in  Bombay. — It  is  reported  that  an  in- 
creasing amount  of  business  is  being  done  in  Bombay  in  faked 
medicines  and  drugs.  The  packages  are  exactly  like  the 
genuine  article  which  come  from  Europe  or  America.  Empty 
bottles  with  labels  intact  are  purchased  from  certain  shop- 
keepers, and  they  are  then  filled  up  with  any  kind  of  powder 
or  liquid  and  sold  as  the  genuine  article.

Italian  chemical  trade,  1933. — Foreign  trade  in  chemicals  and 
allied  products  in  1933  was  maintained  at  about  the  same  level 
as  in  1932,  with  imports  amounting  to  436,430,000  lire 
and  exports  to  316,509,000  lire.  Some  appreciable  gains  were 
made  in  exports  of  pyrites,  various  essential  oils,  citric  acid, 
argols  and  other  crude  tartrates,  crude  drugs  and  botanicals, 
and  pharmaceuticals.  Approximately  one-quarter  of  the  total 
value  of  chemical  imports  were  from  Germany.  Shipments 
were  chiefly  to  France,  United  Kingdom,  Germany  and  the 
United  States  of  America. 
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Indian  Chemical  Trade 


THE  report  of  conditions  and  prospects  on  our  trade 
in  India*  for  the  twelve  months  ended  July  1933 
contains  a  good  deal  of  information  of  interest 
to  the  chemical  industry.  It  is  indicated  that,  after 
inquiry,  the  Government  of  India  have  decided  not  to 
continue  the  special  duties  on  certain  industrial  chemi- 
cals. According  to  the  report  the  consumption  of 
chemicals  in  India  has  been  increasing  during  the  past 
two  years  and  that  the  importations  of  United  Kingdom 
products  are  steadily  on  the  upgrade.  The  following  are 
extracts  from  the  report :  — • 

Drugs  and  Medicines 

The  imports  of  camphor  are  shared  by  Germany  and 
Japan.  The  trade  in  cod-liver  oil  is  shared  by  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Norway,  Holland  having  temporarily 
dropped  out  of  the  market.  It  is  when  one  comes  to 
proprietary  and  patent  medicines  that  the  keenest  com- 
petition is  experienced,  the  United  Kingdom  in  1931/32 
supplying  47  per  cent.,  the  United  States  16  per  cent., 
Germany  17  per  cent.,  France  10  per  cent.,  the  Nether- 
lands, Norway  and  Japan  also  supplying  small  percen- 
tages. Of  the  quinine  salts,  the  United  Kingdom  supplied 
33  per  cent.,  Germany  42  per  cent.,  Holland  8  per  cent., 
Java  7  per  cent,  and  the  United  States  2  per  cent.  Of 
the  total  trade  in  drugs  in  1931/32,  the  United  Kingdom 
contributed  34  per  cent.,  Germany  22  per  cent.,  the 
United  States  10  per  cent.,  Japan  9  per  cent.,  with  lesser 
proportions  from  France,  Italy,  Switzerland,  Holland, 
Java  and  Persia.  By  the  terms  of  the  Ottawa  Trade 
Agreement,  the  United  Kingdom  now  enjoys  a  10  per 
cent,  preference  on  proprietary  and  patent  medicines  and 
certain  other  drugs,  which  should  enable  the  United 
Kingdom  share  to  be  increased  in  the  futur,e.  As  has  been 
repeatedly  stated,  however.  United  Kingdom  manufac- 
turers suffer  most  from  the  lack  of  a  Pure  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  in  India,  as  their  competitors  are  able  to  sell  drugs 
which  do  not  equal  the  standard  of  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia. 

Industrial  Chemicals 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  features  of  the  past  few 
years  has  been  the  steady  advance  in  the  imports  of 
heavy  chemicals  in  face  of  all  obstacles  such  as  enhanced 
import  duties,  political  agitation  and  the  "swadeshi" 
movement.  This  development  reflects  the  progress  which 
is  being  made  in  those  Indian  industries  in  which  chemi- 
cals constitute  a  valuable  raw  material  of  manufacture. 
It  also  reflects  the  efficiency  of  the  intensive  sales  and 
service  campaigns  of  the  rival  United  Kingdom  and  Ger- 
man groups.  Although  there  was  a  slight  setback  in 
1931  /32,  the  total  values  of  the  past  year  have  only  once 
been  exceeded  (in  1929/30)  and  are  considerably  more 
than  the  average  of  the  last  five  post-war  years.  The

The  recovery  in  the  United  Kingdom  position  during  the 
past  couple  of  years  is  eminently  satisfactory  and  partly 
results  from  increased  imports  of  sodium  carbonate  (soda 
ash  and  soda  crystals)  and  caustic  soda.  Japan  is  now 
making  increased  quantities  of  soda  compounds,  and 
competition  from  this  source  is  likely  to  increase.  Imports 
from  Germany  cover  almost  the  whole  range  of  chemicals 
and  competition  from  the  German  "  I.G."  group  working 
through  the  Havero  Trading  Company  is  very  keen. 
Italy  supplies  most  of  the  imports  cf  sulphur. 

At  the  Ottawa  Conference,  1932,  it  was  agreed  that  a 
preferential  rate  of  10  per  cent,  should  be  applied  to  the 
following  chemicals  of  United  Kingdom  production:  — 
Tartaric  acid  ;  other  acids  (except  acetic,  carbolic,  citric, 
oxalic  and  tartaric);  anhydrous  ammonia;  other  ammonia 
and  salts  thereof  ;  disinfectants  other  than  naphthaline  ; 
potassium  bichromate ;  potassium  compounds,  other 
sorts  (except  chlorate  and  cyanide)  ;  sodium  bichromate  ; 
sodium  cyanide  ;  caustic  soda ;  sodium  carbonate  (soda 
ash  and  soda  crystals)  ;  other  soda  compounds  (except 
bicarbonate,  borax  and  sodium  silicate) ;  all  other  sorts 
of  chemicals  (except  those  separately  distinguished  and 
except  alum,  arsenic,  calcium  carbide,  glycerine,  lead 
compounds,  ferrous  sulphate,  magnesium  compounds, 
sulphur  and  zinc  compounds).  This  valuable  fiscal  con- 
cession should  materially  increase  the  United  Kingdom 
share  of  the  trade,  and  its  effects  will  be  watched  with 
great  interest. 

Import  Duties  Recinded 

By  the  terms  of  the  Heavy  Chemical  Industry  (Protec- 
tion) Act,  1931,  protective  specific  duties  were  imposed 
from  October  1,  193 1,  on  nitric,  hydrochloric  and  sul- 
phuric acid,  alum,  aluminium  sulphate,  copper  sulphate, 
magnesium  chloride,  magnesium  sulphate,  sodium  sul- 
phate, sodium  sulphide  and  zinc  chloride  with  effect  until 
March  31,  1933,  in  the  first  place,  pending  further  con- 
sideration of  the  possibility  of  reorganising  the  industry 
on  an  economic  basis  and  expert  investigation  of  the 
superphosphate  bounty  scheme.  The  Government  of 
India  have  decided  to  place  no  proposals  before  the 
Legislature  for  the  continuance  of  protection  for  the  heavy 
chemical  industry  after  March  31,  1933.  The  protective 
duty  on  magnesium  chloride,  which  was  in  force  until 
March  31,  1939,  remained  unaffected  by  this  decision. 
The  protective  duties  accordingly  lapsed  on  March  31, 
1933,  except  that  on  magnesium  chloride,  which  remains 
in  force  until  March  31,  1939.  The  heavy  chemicals 
governed  by  the  Act  are  now  assessed  as  follows :  — 

Magnesium  chloride  at  8  annas  9  pies  per  cwt.  or  25  per 
cent.,  whichever  is  higher. 

Hydrochloric,  nitric  and  sulphuric  acids,  aluminium  sul- 
phate, copper  sulphate,  sodium  sulphate  and  sodium  sulphide 
at  30  per  cent,  standard  and  20  per  cent,  preferential. 

Magnesium  sulphate  and  zinc  chloride  as  magnesium  and 
zinc  compounds,  not  otherwise  specified,  and  alum  at  25  per 
cent,  ad  valorem.

N.P.U.  National  Publicity  Scheme 

Sir, — I  was  pleased  to  see  the  letter  by  Mr.  J.  Milner 
(C.  &  D.,  May  12,  p.  545),  and  I  have  hoped  that  the 
publicity  scheme  would  fructify.  It  seems  a  waste  of 
energy  and  a  disappointment  to  those  who  have  the 
scheme  in  hand,  and  are  working  entirely  for  the  benefit 
of  pharmacy,  to  find  chemists  apathetic  towards  a  scheme 
which  is  necessary,  if  not  essential.  It  will  save  the 
chemists'  costs  in  advertising,  and  they  will  have  the 
advantage  of  expert  advice  which  will  direct  the  advertis- 
ing into  profitable  channels.  If  the  chemist  realises  the 
amount  of  money  (which  is  colossal)  spent  in  advertising 
by  outsiders,  who  send  customers  to  his  pharmacy  in  the 
first  place,  the  N.P.U.  scheme  helps  him  against  the 
advertisers  who  exploit  him  and  his  qualification  till  the 
time  comes  when  more  sources  of  output  are  deemed  ex- 
pedient, other  traders  are  approached  and  these  enter 
into  competition  against  the  chemist  (which  is  one  of  the 
grievances  of  pharmacy  to-day) .  I  have  not  seen  a  sound 
reason  against  the  scheme.  There  are  of  course  other 
cogent  reasons  why  the  scheme  should  be  supported, 
which  space  does  not  permit  me  to  enumerate.

Sir, — The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has 
at  last  taken  official  notice  of  public  medical  service 
schemes  (C.  &■  D.,  May  5,  p.  510),  although  the  only 
outcome  of  the  discussion  would  seem  to  be  a  decision 
to  leave  the  matter  to  the  branches  to  deal  with  locally. 
It  was  stated  during  the  discussion  that  the  representa- 
tives of  the  B.M.A.  were  distinctly  biased  against  the 
separation  of  prescribing  and  dispensing  ;  so  it  is  evident 
that  pharmacists  are  not  going  to  secure  the  dispensing 
for  these  services  merely  by  asking  the  medical  men  to 
be  kind  enough  to  give  it  to  them.  A  short  while  ago 
I  had  a  friendly  argument  on  this  subject  of  prescribing 
and  dispensing  with  a  doctor  I  knew  well,  and  some  of 
his  statements  were  certainly  surprising  from  my  point 
of  view.  I  said  I  did  not  think  it  was  equitable  that  a 
pharmacist  should  have  to  go  through  four  or  more 
years'  training  to  sit  for  a  statutory  examination  and 
to  acquire  a  legal  qualification  before  he  was  allowed  to 
open  a  pharmacy  for  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medi- 
cines containing  poisons,  and  the  only  right  he  had  in 
return  was  that  of  undertaking  insurance  dispensing 
while  anybody  else  could  do  the  rest.  The  doctor  agreed 
with  me  that  looking  at  it  in  that  way  it  was  not  just, 
but  said  that  his  patients  preferred  to  get  their  medi- 
cines from  the  surgery.  They  considered  they  were 
getting  more  individual  attention  and  that  they  received 
better  and  more  effective  drugs ;  they  did  not  have  to 
go  to  one  place  for  advice  and  another  for  the  medicine  ; 
and  to  support  these  contentions  he  added  that  fre- 
quently his  panel  patients  asked  if  they  could  not  be 
treated  as  private  ones  and  get  their  medicine  from  him. 
Finally  he  said  that  one  would  never  induce  patients  to 
pay  separate  fees  for  consultation  and  medicine,  except 
in  insurance  or  public  service  work.  These  ideas  ap- 
peared revolutionary  to  a  chemist  who  had  always  con- 
sidered doctors'  dispensing  a  haphazard  sort  of  process, 
and  I  was  obliged  in  retaliation  to  speak  of  panel 
patients  who  unburdened  themselves  to  the  chemist 
about  their  trials  in  some  surgeries.  But  he  remarked 
that  one  could  find  individual  defaulters  in  every  pro- 
fession, and  speaking  generally  he  was  convinced  that 
most  patients  preferred  the  dispensing  doctor  to  the  dis- 
pensing chemist.  If  this  is  really  so,  how  are  pharma- 
cists to  educate  the  public  to  an  appreciation  of  the 
proper  system  which  has  been  adopted  in  every  country 
except  our  own? — Yours  truly,

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

Sir, — The  decision  of  the  Committee  last  year  in  Lon- 
don to  restrict  ladies'  excursions  to  the  fair  sex  created 
a  considerable  amount  of  dissatisfaction.  It  was  argued 
that  members  who  had  paid  for  all  the  excursions  had 
a  right  to  join  in  these  if  they  wanted  to  do  so,  and  the 
fact  that  they  were  debarred  was  felt  to  be  an  injustice. 
Certainly  delegates  could  not  go  to  them  all,  but  even 
when  they  had  no  meetings  on  they  felt  that  the  Com- 
mittee were  exceeding  their  powers  in  thus  excluding 
them.  I  am  glad  to  notice  "  Hardy  Annual's  "  letter  in 
your  issue  of  May  12  calling  attention  to  this  fact,  and 
hope  it  is  not  too  late  yet  to  reverse  this  unfortunate 
decision  to  restrict  men  from  joining,  as  hitherto,  in  the 
ladies'  excursions  at  Leeds. — I  am,  etc.,

Copies  of  Prescriptions 

Sir, — "Scotia,"  referring  to  copies  of  prescriptions 
(C.  &■  D.,  May  5,  p.  520),  suggests  a  charge  of  2s.  6d. 
as  a  minimum  fee  for  writing  out  a  copy.  Years  ago  I 
believe  it  was  a  recognised  rule  in  the  better-class  phar- 
macies to  charge  for  copies,  usually  from  is.  to  is.  6d. 
each.  But  of  late  years  it  has  been  more  usual  to  drop 
this  charge.  I  do  not  think  a  copy  should  be  given  to 
any  person  except  the  one  it  was  originally  prescribed 
for.  The  question  of  one  chemist  supplying  another  with 
a  copy  is  one  which  each  individual  decides  according 
to  his  own  ideas.  Personally,  I  think  that  one  pharma- 
cist should  oblige  another  in  this  way.  When  on  occa- 
sion I  have  had  some  prescription  ordering  a  hospital 
formula  I  have  always  been  treated  with  the  greatest 
courtesy  by  the  hospital  pharmacist  in  reply  to  an 
inquiry  ;  I  wish  I  could  say  the  same  in  respect  to  retail 
chemists.  I  also  think  a  pharmacist  should  state  what 
was  dispensed  for  a  dubious  quantity  or  ingredient  when 
referred  to  by  another  chemist. — Faithfully  yours,

The  Private  Chemist's  Position 

Sir, — I  have  been  a  regular  reader  of  the  C.  &  D.  for 
the  last  sixteen  years  and  I  have  never  been  quite  satis- 
fied in  my  own  mind  that  any  particular  Press  or 
organisation  was  sufficiently  interested  in  the  apparent 
existence  of  privately  owned  chemists'  shops  until  this 
week.  On  reading  the  editorial  article  and  Xrayser's 
remarks  (pp.  535  and  523),  I  am  now  beginning  to  think 
that  the  multitude  (i.e.,  the  privately  owned  chemists' 
shops)  are  being  seriously  thought  about,  and  I  hope  that 
every  retail  chemist  will  read  and  re-read  the  above- 
mentioned  articles.  I  agree  that  "local  associations  and 
branches  may  be  wise  to  look  into  this  matter  before  it 
is  too  late."  I  do  suggest  to  local  associations,  etc., 
that  it  is  quite  time  they  considered  the  welfare  of 
chemists  in  business.  I  am  not  against  social  events, 
but  these  are  more  prevalent  than  definite  decisions  in 
favour  of  better  remuneration  from  N.H.I. ,  etc.  It  is 
quite  time  that  the  leaders  of  pharmacy  took  it  upon 
themselves  to  control  the  opening  of  pharmacies,  and 
I  am  looking  forward  to  the  day  when  we  are  a  cor- 
porate State  or,  better  still,  controlled  by  a  social  credit 
movement,  when  we  shall  get  that  consideration  we  are 
justly  entitled  to.  Whilst  I  am  writing,  I  should  like  to 
thank  Mr.  Mallinson  for  what  he  is  doing  as  regards  the 
public  medical  services,  but  should  also  like  to  condemn 
the  apathy  of  branch  secretaries  for  taking  no  action  in 
a  number  of  districts.  I  know  that  the  G.P.s  are  work- 
ing without  any  consideration  for  the  chemists,  and  it  is 
high  time  we  started  to  think  what  pharmacy  will  be 
like  in  ten  years'  time. — Yours  faithfully,

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Reconstruction 

Sir, — It  is  very  gratifying  to  observe,  from  the  letters 
appearing  in  these  columns,  that  a  certain  amount  of 
restlessness  is  becoming  manifest  in  the  ranks  of  phar- 
macy against  the  present  chaotic  conditions.  The  fol- 
lowing are  among  the  main  reforms  which  are  essential 
for  the  well-being,  not  only  of  pharmacists,  but  of  the 
whole  community:  — 

(1)  Complete  separation  of  dispensing  from  prescribing. 
Doctors  should  be  forbidden  to  dispense.  Chemists  should  be 
forbidden  to  prescribe,  except  draughts. 

(2)  In  order  to  secure  uniformity  of  prices,  a  system  of 
prescription-pricing  should  be  arranged  suitable  for  each 
locality.  This  could  be  done  by  the  machinery  of  the  present 
local  branches. 

(3)  No  new  pharmacies  to  be  opened  without  permission  of 
Government,  so  as  to  regulate  number  of  pharmacies  in  pro- 
portion to  population. 

(4)  Drug  stores  at  present  run  by  unqualified  proprietors 
should  be  converted  into  limited  companies  under  the  charge 
of  a  qualified  man.  Alternatively  the  proprietor  must  qualify 
within  a  definite  period  of  time  or  close  down. 

(5)  The  entrance  examination,  prior  to  apprenticeship,  to  be 
on  a  standard  not  below  that  of  the  College  of  Preceptors, 
First  Class,  all  the  subjects  being  passed  at  one  examination. 
This  would  slow  down  the  number  of  entrants  into  pharmacy, 
and  at  the  same  time  ensure  that  those  who  enter  are  suffi- 
ciently educated  to  benefit  by  the  scientific  training  necessary. 

(6)  A  higher  rate  of  remuneration  for  N.H.I,  dispensing, 
which  is  at  present  inadequate. 

(7)  A  fixed  scale  of  salaries  for  qualified  assistants  and 
managers  on  similar  lines  to  the  Burnham  scale  for  teachers. 

(8)  All  cutting  of  prices,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  be  for- 
bidden by  law. 

(9)  All  proprietary  medicines  to  have  their  formulas  sub- 
mitted to  an  appropriate  authority.  Only  those  of  therapeutic 
value  to  be  allowed  on  the  market.  All  such  medicines  to  be 
registered  and  to  be  subject  to  stamp  duty,  except  when  used 
for  dispensing.  No  claims  of  virtues  to  be  advertised  which 
do  not  conform  to  actual  facts.  So-called  cures  for  such  dis- 
eases as  cancer  or  consumption  to  be  forbidden  in  advertise- 
ments. This  would  eliminate  quack  remedies  and  safeguard 
the  public  without  penalising  genuine  medicines  from  being 
advertised  and  sold  to  the  public  through  the  proper  channels. 

(10)  No  medicines,  drugs,  medical  or  surgical  requisites  to 
be  sold  by  others  than  qualified  chemists.  No  chemist  to 
stock  goods  which  have  no  connection  with  pharmacy. 

It  would  be  hopeless  to  expect  any  of  these  reforms 
from  "  Old  Gang  "  politicians  because  of  their  inertia, 
and  their  fear  of  "vested  interests."  Therefore  it  be- 
hoves every  pharmacist  who  has  the  welfare  of  his 
profession  at  heart  to  support  the  only  movement  in  this 
country  that  can  and  will  secure  justice,  namely,  the 
British  Union  of  Fascists.  Through  the  machinery  of  the 
corporate  State  they  will  not  only  increase  the  purchasing 
power  of  the  people,  which  of  itself  will  benefit  phar- 
macists, but  each  pharmacist,  through  the  pharmaceu- 
tical category,  will  be  able  to  express  his  views  in  matters 
concerning  his  vocation,  and  the  elected  pharmaceutical 
representatives  (equal  numbers  of  employers  and  em- 
ployees) will  be  able  to  carry  forward  any  appropriate 
resolution  to  the  National  Council  of  Corporations,  who 
could  grant  immediately  the  necessary  legal  powers,  pro- 
vided his  Council  was  satisfied  that  such  resolutions  were 
not  against  the  interests  of  the  community  as  a  whole, 
nor  unfair  to  any  closely  allied  vocation.  If  any  phar- 
macist will  write  to  me  personally,  I  shall  be  pleased  to 
answer  any  questions  as  to  how  pharmacists  will  benefit 
their  profession  and  the  country  through  the  B.U.F. 
The  time  is  now,  and  the  need  is  action.

Travellers  and  Chemists 

Sir, — Although  I  have  passed  my  working  life  selling 
from  behind  the  counter  and  not  in  front  of  it,  I  can 
sympathise  with  the  traveller  who  contributes  his  ex- 
periences under  the  name  of  "  Fiat  Justitia  Ruat 
Ccelum  "  (C.  &■  D.,  March  31,  p.  371),  because  I  have  at 
various  times  been  employed  by  most  of  the  types  he 
describes.  One  type,  perhaps,  he  has  not  met,  the 
chemist  who  used  to  listen  to  the  traveller's  statement 
of  the  lines  he  was  showing,  and  then  disappeared  in 
the  back  premises  leaving  the  representative  standing 


there,  until  at  last  one  of  the  assistants  would  take  pity 
on  him  and  tell  him  that  the  "  guv'  nor  "  had  gone  out 
and  it  was  no  use  waiting.  But  there  is  one  thing  which 
your  correspondent  might  remember.  The  chemist  behind 
the  counter  has  to  wait  for  his  customers  to  come  to  him, 
and  then,  presumably,  they  are  wishing  to  buy  something; 
but  travellers  come  into  his  shop  uninvited  and  quite 
likely  he  does  not  want  to  buy  from  them  ;  often  he  has 
never  heard  of  their  firm  or  goods  before  and  would  not 
stock  them  if  he  had,  but  he  is  expected  to  interrupt  his 
own  work  to  listen  to  them  all  the  same.  Most  chemists 
welcome  the  representatives  of  the  houses  they  deal  with 
regularly,  but  in  these  days  some  travellers  do  not  (or  will 
not)  understand  when  the  answer  is  in  the  negative.

Multiplicity  of  Small  Packages 

Sir, — In  spite  of  the  revival  in  trade  we  read  about 
the  returns  of  retail  businesses,  at  any  rate  in  the  drug 
trade,  continue  to  fall.  The  index  figure  of  the  cost  of 
drugs  is  lower ;  but  when  I  remember  that  the  selling 
price  of  many  drugs  has  fallen  below  pre-war  figures  it 
is  obvious  to  me  that  the  margin  of  profit  is  smaller 
than  ever.  The  manufacturers  of  proprietaries,  having 
introduced  sixpenny  sizes,  are  putting  out  threepenny 
and  even  penny  ' '  screws, ' '  so  that  it  is  becoming  a  rarity 
for  a  customer  to  ask  for  the  is.  3d.  size,  which  at  one 
time  was  considered  the  smallest  pack  for  an  advertised 
proprietary  remedy.  In  addition  to  this  the  multiple 
shops  are  featuring  small  sizes  of  packed  drugs,  tablets, 
etc.,  so  that  instead  of  selling  the  usual  bottle  of  25 
tablets  the  demand  now  is  for  a  twopenny  tube.  The 
public  spend  so  much  on  amusements  to-day  that  when 
it  comes  to  medicines  they  want  to  pay  the  smallest 
amount  possible  ;  and  I  believe  that  if  every  proprietary 
were  packed  in  pennyworths  the  sale  of  the  larger  sizes 
would  be  non-existent.  Expenses  are  steadily  rising,  and 
penny  sales  will  not  meet  the  extra  charges.  One  does 
not  sell  fifteen  id.  "  screws  "  of  pills  where  formerly  one 
sold  a  is.  3d.  box,  and  if  it  were  so  the  overhead  expenses 
would  be  heavier  in  proportion  so  that  the  actual  profit 
would  be  less.  There  are  some  chemists  who  make  things 
worse  by  splitting  packed  goods  needlessly  ;  for  instance, 
laxatives,  six  in  a  box  for  6d.,  are  sold  in  penny  squares, 
and  glycerin  suppositories  at  id.  each.  I  see  that  the 
objects  of  the  Pharmacy  League  (C.  &  D.,  April  14, 
p.  411)  are  to  pursue  an  agreed  policy  for  pharmacy, 
commercially,  scientifically,  and  socially.  If  the  League 
is  able  to  bring  about  some  form  of  trade  unity  so  that 
these  abuses  may  be  stopped  and  thus  improve  the 
commercial  status,  the  other  two  objects  will  follow.

"Redundant"  Pharmacies 

Sir, — "  Manufacturer  "  (C.  &  D.,  April  21,  p.  462) 
says  that  many  young  pharmacists  who  have  opened 
recently  on  their  own  account  would  be  glad  to  get  out 
provided  they  could  clear  their  commitments  and  have 
a  few  pounds  over.  "Redundant"  pharmacies  only  do 
sufficient  business  to  take  the  cream  of  the  profit  from 
the  old-established  ones.  As  in  most  cases  the  pro- 
prietors have  not  sufficient  capital  to  hang  on  for  a  year 
or  two,  they  are  compelled  to  sell,  when  some  other 
young  chemist  comes  along  and  repeats  the  process. 
Opening  a  pharmacy  now  is  not  the  simple  and  inex- 
pensive matter  it  used  to  be.  I  was  told,  forty  years 
ago,  of  a  prominent  pharmacist  who  had  started  in  busi- 
ness with  £100  of  his  own  and  ^50  borrowed.  I  remember 
the  shop  which  he  opened  originally — the  window  plain, 
the  window  fittings  a  few  wooden  stands  probably  home- 
made, the  counters  second-hand,  and  the  rent  inclusive 
about  £1  a  week.  Yet  in  a  few  years  he  sold  this  as  a 
good  business  and  bought  a  larger  one.  That  sort  of 
thing  is  no  longer  possible.  The  pharmacy  to-day  has 
to  present  a  marble  and  chromium  front,  the  interior  of 
polished  oak  with  silent  salesmen  cases  and  concealed 
lighting  effects,  or  its  owner  stands  no  chance  of  com- 
peting with  the  elaborate  stores. — Faithfully  yours,

A  Sulphur  Lotion 

Sir, — In  making  the  following  lotion  the  sulphur  is 
very  inclined  to  matt  together,  and  on  standing  does  not 
separate  out  evenly.  On  shaking  it  does  not  diffuse  very 
evenly.  Can  this  be  corrected?  Kindly  let  me  know  if 
the  addition  of  one  grain  of  pilocarpin.  nit.  to  each  bottle 
would  improve  this.

[The  lead  acetate  and  borax  form  lead  borate,  which 
is  a  thick  heavy  precipitate  soluble  in  excess  of  acetic 
acid.  In  this  case  the  precipitate  redissolves.  Precipi- 
tated sulphur  often  gives  difficulty.  If  you  rub  it  down 
with  the  acetum  cantharidini  and  pour  it  into  the  solu- 
tion of  the  two  salts  it  will  go  better.  If  it  is  a  private 
formula  of  your  own,  the  addition  of  glycerin 
(2  drachms)  improves  the  miscibility  very  much.  The  old 
sulphur  lotum  was  always  the  best  preparation  to  use  ; 
it  precipitated  and  shook  up  again  easily.  It  was 
called  milk  of  sulphur,  and  it  was  this  that  originally 
made  this  preparation.  We  think  that  the  lead  acetate 
would  render  the  pilocarpine  nitrate  useless  if  added.  If 
the  prescription  is  one  belonging  to  a  patient,  the  B.P. 
sulphur  pra3cipitatum  must  be  used.  Dissolve  the  salts 
separately  and  add  the  sulphur  last,  mixed  as  suggested.]

Nurses'  Cards 

Your  contributor  comments  (C.  &  D.,  April  28,  p.  465) 
on  the  allowance  of  10  per  cent,  discount  to  nurses  on 
the  production  of  a  card,  and  on  the  fact  that  they  may 
shop  for  their  patients  and  claim  the  discount  as  well. 
That  is  one  of  the  principal  objections  to  the  issue  of 
discount  cards.  One  cannot  say  when  the  goods  are  for 
the  nurse,  for  a  patient,  or  even  for  some  friend  or 
relative.  There  is  also  the  possibility  of  these  cards 
being  lent  to  friends,  and  chemists  cannot  tell  when  the 
purchaser  is  genuinely  entitled  to  the  discount  or  not. —

Credulity  of  the  Public 
In  his  recent  address  on  "  Medicine  and  Pharmacy," 
Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett  said  the  question  arises  as  to  how 
far  the  duty  of  protecting  the  public  from  false  claims 
should  fall  on  some  Government  department,  for 
example,  the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  sort  of  thing 
could  well  be  controlled  by  the  Government,  but  there 
is  always  the  credulity  of  the  public  to  be  taken  into 
account.  It  is  a  curious  fact  that  some  customers,  when 
discussing  the  value  of  a  proprietary,  will  remark  that  it 
seems  to  be  a  cure-all  or  that  they  suppose  it  is  only 
salts  and  water  with  a  fancy  name  ;  yet  they  will  end 
by  saying,  "  Anyway  I  will  try  a  bottle  ;  I  suppose  it 
will  not  hurt  me  if  it  does  not  cure  me."  And  the  next 
week  they  will  come  in  again,  as  credulous  as  ever,  to 
sample  something  else  they  have  seen  advertised. —

W.  B. — (23/48). — Motor  car  radiator.— The  usual 
treatment  for  stoppage  of  water  circulation  in  a  radiator 
consists  in  adding  £  lb.  or  1  lb.  of  granulated  caustic 
soda  to  the  water  in  the  radiator  and  running  the  engine 
in  the  garage  until  the  water  boils,  continuing  the  run- 
ning for  about  ten  minutes  and  then  draining  off  the 
liquid.  Care  must  be  taken  to  avoid  this  boiling  over 
on  the  paint  work  as  it  destroys  it.  The  method  removes 
the  grease  which  binds  the  sludge  in  the  radiator. 

/.  W.  A.  (5/5). — Pharmacy  pot. — This  pot  appears 
to  be  correctly  described  as  "Lambeth."  The  probable 
date  is  1650.  The  earlier  ones  have  less  decoration  and 
are  found  bearing  dates  from  1624.  The  value  depends 
on  condition. 

S.  E.  B.  (19/48). — Dog  mixture. — A  dog  tonic  of  the 
type  you  require  could  be  prepared  as  follows:  — 

Sulphur  balsam   ...  gj. 

Olive  oil   3  iij  - 

Dose: — One  teaspoonful  morning  and  evening. 
The  balsam  of  sulphur  is  prepared  by  heating  together 
sulphur  2  oz.  and  olive  oil  16  oz.  on  a  sand  bath  till  the 
mixture  becomes  thick.    Various  formulas  for  alternative 
dog  mixtures  were  given  in  the  C.  &-  D.,  1932,  I,  180.
